HE SLAVE TRADE CARRIED ON DESPITE 
THE BRUSSELS TREATY. 


Open Violations of Its Stipulation By the 
Sultan—The French Expedition to the 
Tuat Oasis What the Movement 
Means—Ite Importance to Morocco— 
British Interests Jeopardized—Some- 
thing of the People Who Inhabit It 


and Its Geographical Position. 


GIBRALTAR, Jan. 2.—To-day’s news from 
Tangier, the diplomatic capital of the 
empire of Morocco, indicates that new difi- 
culties now harass Sultan Muley Hassan. He 
bas a war on hand with France, but the 
latest trouble is in the nature ofa revolt of 
some of his subjects in the vicinity of 


Tangier. 

Matters in Morocco have been in a tur- 
bulent condition for some time past. In 
November last news reached Tangier from 
Fez, the principal city of the country and its 


real capital, that all the Morocco —. 
and court™ad been dismissed in disgrace. 
Among the jallen was Mula! Ismain, the 
gultan’s favorite brother. He for several 
years held the Khalifaship of his brother— 
that is to say, he formed a sort of supreme 
court ofappeal to whom all cases already 
decided by the local Governors could be re- 
ferred. Exceptingthe Sultan and the va- 
rious heads of the Sheerlfan families, the 
Khalifa was the only man from whom the 
nobility of Morocco thought they could ac- 
cept judgment without derogatfon. No rea- 
son was known for his disgrace, but it was 
thought it was the result of a court intrigue. 
He had many friends among the upper 
classes and among the tribesmen, and it may 
be his dismissalis the cause of the present 
trouble. It was said by some of the natives 
at the time of his exile from Fez that Mulal 
Ismain was the instigator of a plot to depose 
his brother and to take the throne himself. 
This affords a basis for a conjecture that the 
rebellion now in progress in the vicinity of 
Tangier may perhaps bean attempt to carry 
out the plans of the alleged conspirators. 

‘The British authorities are taking 
prompt and energetic stepsto protect Brit- 
ish interests in Morocco. One of the impor- 
tant points in that country in possession of 

the British is Cape Juby. It was reported 
some time since that the British had deter- 
mined to avandon this place, but it was later 
stated that they had no intention of doing so. 
On the contrary, it was deciared that they 
were actively engaged in fortifying the sta- 

on and were about to establish a Governor’s 
residence, withthe object of improving the 
trade relations with the desert tribes.” ~~” 

THE SLAVE TRADE. 

For some time the attention of Europe has 
been directed to Morocco, owing to the weil 
authenticated reports of Muley Hassan’s 
abrogation of the treaty of Brussels by the 
terms of which he was bound to abolish the 
slave trade in his dominions. 

According to the reports of the French and 
Spanish Ministers at Tangiers Muley Hassan 
has repudiated tis own indorsement of the 
irussels agreement by authorizing the sale 
of negroes in his Empire. 

Moreover, it has been discovered that the 
Sultan of Morocco has countenanced the 
foundation of a settlement at Marakesch, 
one of the imperial residences, in which 
* @ male and. female slaves brought 
zvom the inteMor are compelled to 
marry, in order that the children born of 
these unholy unions may be sold for 
the Sultan’s benefit. In fact, slaves are being 
bred in Morocco in much the same fashion as 
borses., Europe cannot tolerate so grossa 
violation of its decisions, and all the signa- 
tory powers seem virtually in accord as to 
the necessity of an expedition. 

Although the Sultan is fond of boastingthat 
Moroceo is stronger than Europe, he knows 
well enough that barbarism must always and 
everywhere give place in the long run to 
civilization. 

Should the contemplated expedition be or- 
dered France will take advantage of the op- 
portunity of settling the issues relating to 
Tuat with Muley Hassan, 

THE TROUBLE WITH FRANCE. 

The reason why Muley Hassan wants to 
keep possession of the Oasis of Tuat is be- 
cause that fertile spotison the desert route 
ofthe slave caravans in which he has so 
large aninterest. In November last a French 
expedition was sent out from Tiemen, on the 
eastern frontier of Algeria, to Tuat, a dis- 
tance of over 500 miles, in order to prevent 
the occupation of that country by the Sultan 
of Morocco, The Oasis of Tuat isa fertile 
littie strip along the Wady Saura. The name, 
however, is extended to half a dozen oases 
in that region, stretching from the Gourara 
inthe horth to the Touareg country in the 


east andthe great sandy waste of Igidi in 
the west. 

The result of the expedition is not yet 
known, but there is good reason to believe 
that it will be successful. In 1860 the people 
of Tuat began to fear that France's rage to 
possess hew lands would soon embrace their 
own ceuntry. They therefore sent a present 
of 10,000 francs and twenty young negresses 
to the Sultan of Morocco, and prayed that he 
take their land under his protection. His 
Shereeflan Highness was also their spiritual 
suzerain, and he now promised to make their 
fertile oases, which commercially form the 
most important center of the whole Sahara 
a parto!t his dominions, The new politica 
reiationship, however, proved to be merely 
nominal. or years the Sultan did not even 
take the trouble to send envoys to collect 
‘axes, which ts conclusive proof that he did 
not seriously think of annexing the oases. He 
was prolific in promises, but did nothing, 

In 1886, however, the people of Tuat having 
become alarmed again on account of the 
gradual extension of the French frontier to 
the South, sent another mission to the Sultan 
reminding him that Te was their soverign, 
and demanding that he take steps to protect 
them against France. He accordin y sent 
envoyas,to the country, collected tribute from 
fll the families, ana promised to expend the 
inoney in protecting Tuat from the French.

AFFAIRS IN CHINA. 


THE PEKIN GOVERNMENT UNABLE TO CARRY 
OUT ITS DECREES. 

Lonpown, Jan.2.—It is authoritatively stated 
this afternoon that the diplomatic situation 
in regardto the outrages on Europeans in 
China is about asfollows: The Powers have 
for six Months past been in general agree- 
ment to leave the matter in the hands of 
their ministers in Pekin, subjectto the con- 
dition that no warlike steps 
were to be taken without full 
discussion and agreement among the 
governments at home. The ministers have 
reported from time to time most tavorably of 
the attidude and language of the Chinese 
Government. The latter promised ample re- 
dress, and so far as money is concerned this 
promises has been carried out. The Pekin au- 
thorities h@ve kept their promises as far as 
they could; they have got the Emperor to 
issue an unusually vigorous decree and have 
sent peremptory orders to the local authori- 
ties in connection with the outbreaks. But 
the officials in the provinces have not re- 
sponded in a like spirit and herein 
lies the great difficulty. Pekin promises to 
do and does vigorously all that is demanded 
by the foreign Ministers, but unfortunately 
this has no salutary effect. Itis felt to be 
impossible to act with vigilance towards a 
government which does with more or less 
alacrity allitisasked todo. The European 
Powers have now satisfied themselves of the 
complicity of a number of the local Mandarins 
of high position inthe dissemination of in- 
flammatory literature and in the creation of 
riots. Accordingly, formal demands have 
been made tothe Chinese Government for 
the punishment of nearly a score of these. 


IN A PEACEFUL WAY. 


FRANCE AND BULGARIA WILL TRY TO AVERT 
WAR—RELIGIOUS MATTERS. 

Paris, Jan 2.—Political affairs in France 
have assumed a more cheering and pacific 
aspect. Itis saidthat the Franco-Bulgarian 
quarrel is about to be settled in a diplomatic 
way. M. Stambouloff, Bulgarian Premier, 
rumor has it, will offer an apology for his 
basty and undiplomatic ceurse, in expelling 
the French journalist from Bulgarian soll, 
although he positively declines to 
allow the Ilatter to return to Bulgaria. 
As a further amende, the Premier will pledge 
his Govammmnsnaindutuseteveier-arerenitay 
offenses, should such occur, to the French 
diplomatic ayent at Sofia for adjudication. 

In religious matters there is stilla clouc of 
trouble hanging over the country. M, 
Fallieres, the Ministerof Public Works, has 
seen fit to stop the salary of the 
Bishop of Carcassone, because the’ lat- 
ter visited Rome in his official 
capacity without obtaining permission to do 
so fromthe Minister of Public Works. As 
there is good reason to believe that the 
bishop paid this visit to Rome under the im- 
pression that he had the right to do so and 
had never heard of M. Fallieres’ order, is-

IN EAST AFRICA. 


THE COUNTRY TO BE DEVELOPED BY ENGLAND 
AND PORTUGAL. 

LONDON, Jan. 2.—It is learned to-day on 
excellent authority that an arrangement is 
n progress between England and Portugal 
which if successfully carried out will go far 
to solve all the difficulties between the two 
countries ih East Africa. It is obvious that 


Portugal will never of herself be able to do 
anything to develop her territory in East 
Africa, and little hope is entertained that the 
chartered companies which are being floated 
will be able to do anything without the help 
of British capitalists. Itis asserted in this 
connection that Lord Salisbury is hopeful 
that he may come to aM arrangement with 
the Portuguese oy which East Africa will be 
administered and develop®d jointly by the 
two Governments. The advantage of such 
an arrangement to Portugal is obvious and 
the probability is that many of the dimcul. 
ties which now face the British South Africa 
Co. would be cleared away. Communication 
with the Kast Coast would be establishen 
without loss of time, and that probably, hot 
nly from the mouth of the Pungwe, but on 
the north ofthe Zampbesi from the Ooast— 
from the Bay of Iboto Lake Nyasa—as to the 
railway across the Mozambique company’s 
territories to Mashonaland a party is on its 
way out to begin operations. 


RUSSIA’S FAMINE, 


STARTLING STATISTICS GATHERED BY M. LEVAS- 
SEUR—RELIEF IMPOSSIBLE. - 


Paris, Jan, .2.—Mr. Levasseur, the famous 
French statistician, has recently published 
some statistics in regard to the Russian fam- 
ine, which are not new, but ofa startling 
character so far as the extent of that terrible 
calamity is concerned. Among many other 
interesting facts which he discloses is 
to be found in the statement 
that to relieve the deficiency of 
foodin thirteen of the famine districts it 
would require the importation from abroad 
of 862,128,000 bushels of grain, which at a reas: 
onable estimate wou!d cost $800,000,000. M. 
Levasseur says thatthe areaof the famine 
districts is so immense and the facilities of 
transportation so lamentabiy deficient that 
practical relief to the district is 


im possible.

MILLIONAIRES AND ARISTOCRATS WITH 


TITLES COMPARED. 


The Women of Yankee Land Mentally and 
Physically Superior to Those of Great 
Britain—Tory Plans for Legislation in 
Parliament-A Pilea for Delay in the 
General Elections—Watching Experi- 
ments in the American Navy. 


LONDON, Jan. 2.—The Duke of Marlborough 
takes qulet revenge on the British people 
whohave been unkind to his American 
Duchess by an article in a new review pub- 
lished to-day. This article compares the 
condition of life in England and America, 
particularly dealing withthe position of the 
aristocracy of America, as compared with 
the titular aristocracy of England. Any En- 
glish Duke, writes Marlborough, may be 
toadied by a few costermongers or local cler- 
gemen, butan American millionaire holds a 
species of court in Wall street or on the Ohi- 
cago Exchange; his orders are things to be 
feared, 

Taken as a whole, Mariborough believes 
that, though the pleasures of life to the work- 
ing classes in America are not so varied as 
they are in Europe, people are infinitely 
happier, though they work twice as hard. 
Writing of the continual scramble of Amer- 
ican giris for titled Britishers, the Duke says 
that Trans-Atlantic belles a long time 
hankered after the glories of British institu- 
tions with their lordly mansions, 
broad estates and emblazoned coats of arms. 
Americans, he sdys,'can not spend their 
wealthathome,. Sons of rich men are not 
content to stay there; they go backwards and 
forwards from London to Paris; they live in 
Bond street and Rue Pais; they are the joy of 


| hatel keepers, but they must be deadly bored 


themselves. Wild sport, country homes, 
Scotch moor race meetings. and the New- 
market, which they find in England, they 
would like to have in America, and they will 
undoubtedly create all these things. It is 
clear, says the Duke, thatinthe not distant 
future America will be possessed of a repre- 
sentative class of landed merchant no- 
bles who will vie in luxury and “in 
wealth with anything thatthe Old World 
ever produced, and that artistic riches in 
pictures, in furniture and in works of art 
which have been so enhanced in value in the 
nineteenth century, will be raised by Ameri- 
can niillionaire buyers of another generation 
to most fabulous proportions.

Optmnidhs Of American commerce, American 
railways, American homes and American 
clubs. Here’s what he says about American 
women: ‘‘The American womanis perhaps 
the most different thingin America to any- 
thingin England. She has natural quickness 
for appreciating the characters around her. 
She takes Infinitely more trouble and in some 
respects greater interest all round than Eng- 
lish women display. Child-bearing does not 
seem to crush evorything else out of them as 
it does with: all classes in England. The 
bright, cheery girl remains gay and care- 
fully dressed.

Mr. Goschen’s political future is a matter 
of interesting specniation among his friends. 
The question of the Conservative leadership 
has now been settled adversely to himself, 
and itis very much doubted whether he will 
sitasa commoner in the next Parliament. 
It is likely, however, that before Lord Salis- 
bury relinquishes power, Mr. Goschen will be 
madea Viscount, with aname taken from 
the locality of his Kentish estate. 

There are evidences that the Liberals will 
be obliged to seriously debate the question of 
an eight-hour day plank in their platform 
whether they like the idea or not. Mr. Ben- 
jamin Pickard, M. P., for Normanton, York- 
shire, is loudly denouncing the lethargy of 
his fellow-Liberals in neglecting the labor 
vote, of which he claims to be a representa- 
tive. He declares that the result of the 
deliberations of the miners’ meeting Thurs- 
day at Barnslew will be the defection of 50,000 
miners who have for the last ten years 
steadily supported the Liberal party, unless 
something is done to convince these men that 
their interests are not to be disregarded by 
the party. This warning has greatly alarmed 
the Liberal leaders, who are anxiously con- 
sulting their trusted adviser, Mr. Schnad- 
horst, as to what course it is best to pursue.

WATCHING PROGRESS. 


EUROPE’S EYES ON THE NAVAL EXPERIMENTS 
MADE IN THE UNITED STATES. 

Lonrpon, Jan. 2.—The St. James Gazette, T6- 
ferring to the improvements made in the 
United States Navy, says that in spite of Sc- 
casional mistakes, the Americans are making 
steady and surprising progress towards be- 
coming a great naval power, adding: ‘‘There 
is not the,smaliest doubt of their ability to do 
so.’’ Thereds no doubt that the new United 
States navy is attracting much earnest at- 
tention in Europe, and the result of the gun 
trials of the double turreted monitor Mian- 
tonomah are being closely watched here. 

The new United States cruiser New Yorx is 
also being much commented upon, andit is 
an open secret that it was her advent into the 
naval world which ied to the determination 
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the New York’s battery power is superior 
that of the Blake, The batteries of that sliip 
and of her sister vessel, the Blenheim, cona- 
sist for each vessel of two 9.2-inch breech- 
loading rifles, ten: 6-inch rapid fire guns, 
three 6-inch Hotchkiss rapid fire guns and 
two machine guns. ; 

To oppose this battery according to the fiz- 
ures quoted here, the New York will have six 
8-inch breech-loading rifles, twelve 
4-inch rapid-fire gains, six 6- 
pounder rapid-fire guns, rap- 
id-fire guns of small caliber and f machine 
guns. Consequently the New York’s six 8-inch 
guns will throw 1,270 pounds of metal ata 
discharge against the 760 pounds thrown from 
the two 9.2-inch guns of either the Blake or 
Blenheim. 


BEHRING SEA. 


THE JOINT HIGH COMMISSION TO’ BEGIN WORK 
AT WASHINGTON. 


LONDON, Jan, 2.—Sir George Baden Powell 
will return to Washington next week, for the 
purpose of drawing up the report pf the 
Behring Sea Commission, It wil) be made 
jointly by the commissioners of Canada, 
Great Britain and the United States, and will 
be submitted to the court of arbitration, It 
is is expected that the body will be appoifited 
the latter part of this month. It will be com- 
posed entirely of jurists, and will not, of 
course, De in any sense a political tribunal. 
The suggestion that {t should include an 
expert in natural history amongst its mem- 
bers is not likely to be ddopted, but evidence 
as tothe habits and natural history of the 
seals will be given before it. In this connec- 
tion the photographs made by Dr. Dawson 
of the seal nursery upon the seal isiands will 
be valuable documents. Copies of them are‘ 
now at the British Colonial Office, and are 
most curious and imstructive. The young 
seals areto be seen covering the shores in 
dark masses which stretch for many hun- 
dreds of yards inland, In one place only 
the young *‘pups,’’ as they are called, were 
found dead in considerable numbers. The 
cause of death does not seem to have been 
satisfactorily ascertained. 


IRISH NATIONALISTS. 


SEXTON ARIVAL OF DILLON FOR LEADERSHIP— 
THT CASTLE EXPLOSION. 


DUBLIN, Jan. 2,—Irish Nationalists are still 
suffering from @issensions in thelr ranks. 
Mr. Sexton has loomed up as a formidable 
rival to Mr. Dillon asthe leader of the Irish 
patriots. Mr. Sexton, so his friends claim, 
has displayed great political tact in keeping 
himself free from the political squabbles and 
consequent bitter hatredin which Timothy 
Healy and Wm. O’Brien have been mixed up. 
The result is that Sexton now has astrong 
hoid on his party associates, besides which 
the Irish clergy, it is said, are willing to 
throw their powerful influence in his behalf. 

No outsiders are allowed in the Dublin 
Castle to-day and it isa very hard matter to 
obtain accurate information as to the results 
of the investigation which is being carried on 
by the authorities to ascertain the exact na- 
ture of the explosion. The theory of an ex- 
plosion of gas was effectually disposed of to- 
day. The gentlemen who are conducting the 
investigation in examining the beams sup- 
porting the floor directly over the cellar 
where the explosion occurred found that a 
number of small pieces of metal had been 
deeply embedded in the timbers. This is evi- 
dence’ beyond question that the 
explosive,” whatever it may have 

been,;; was’ {2 @&< metal case. 
The official report of the police made to-day 
says the job is regarded either as the work of 
vindictive laborers or an insane practical 
joker. Even Secretary Jackson has tele- 
graphed to London discrediting any political 
significance in the incident. 

Thomas Ryan, a passenger on the steamer 
Etruria from New York, was arrested on 
landing at Queenstown to-day on a charge of 
carrying aconcealed pistol. Ryan is on the 
pension list of the United States army. The 
arrest is supposed to be owing to the unusual 
vigilance on acc6unt of the recent explosion 
in Dublin. 


KAISER AND PRINCE. 


WILLIAM AND BISMARCK NOT FRIENDLY AS RE- 
PORTED. 

BERLIN, Jan. 2.—The report published yes- 
terday ofa possible reconciliation between 
Emperor William and Prince Bismarck and 
the return of the latter to official life is hard- 
ly correct, especially in view of the speech 
on the new commercial treaties which the 
Prince delivered a few days ago toa deputa- 
tion representing the Burghers of Siegen. 
The Prince’s speech was mainly a general 
intimation that the new commercial treaties 
did not command his confidence, that he did 
not like the manner in which that had been 
arranged, and that things were done better 
in his day. The Prince also hinted 
at doubts as to whether - Austria’s 
buying power was susceptible of e6x- 
pansion as - regards German goods, 
andas to whether the apparent Austrian 
demand represented much more than ‘‘a 
transit trade to the Balkan regions and the 
Levant.’’ Incidentally remarking that the 
dutieson about thirty articles of German 
manufacture had been reduced, be ineidi- 
ously inquired as to how many of his visitors 
were manufacturers, and was assured that 
they were allofthatclass. Then he pointed 
out that not only concessions were made to 
Austrian, Italian, French and English, but 
aiso to American manufactarers, adding: 
**‘Notwithstanding the McKinley act,’* be- 
cause the 1885 treaty between the United 
States and Prussia includes the most favored 
nation clause. 

What Prince Bismarck chiefiy objected to 
was the bureaucratic way of doing things. 
‘*Bureaucracy,’’ Re declared, ‘‘is the chief 
weakness of Germany.’’ The treaties, he 
claims, have been worked out im secret by 
**green table gentlemen,’’ privy councillors 
who are ‘‘exclusively consumed’’ for **they 
toil not, neither do they spin.’’

Emin Pasha Finds the True Source 
of the Great River. 


Explorer Stanley Will Have to Remake 
His Map of Africa. 


DISCOVERIES MADE BY THE GERMAN 
DOCTOR IN HIS WANDERINGS. 


He Will Never Leave the Dark Continent 
Again Unless Driven out by Force— 
Conflicting Reports as to His Reception 
in the Lake District—Progress of His 
Pilgrimage From Bagamoyo-—His Lieu- 
tenants and His Followers. 


LONDON, Jan. 2.—The latest news from 
Emin Pasha isthat in his wanderings from 
Lake Victoria to Lake Albert he has discov- 
ered the ultimate source of the Nile. But 
before giving way to unreserved jubilation 
the Royal Geographical Society and African 
experts will wait for a detaile@ account of 
what he has actually done. Emin Pasha cer- 
tainly has not been as faras 4deg, south 
latitude, where the Kifu, the river in ques- 
tion, is said to rise, so that its southern 
course Is stillconjectured; But, that he has 
traced this Kifu to the southern shore of Lake 
Albert Edward may be accounted as all but 
certain. This upsets much of the hydro- 
graphy of the region between Lakes Victoria, 
Albert Edward and Tanganyika. It sweeps 
a conjectural Lake Kifu, and 
probably Stanley’s Alexandria Ny- 
anza, off the map. It greatly 
diminishes the length of the Kagaera which 
flows into Lake Victoria, and it probably 
does the same with the Rusia, which flows 
into the north end of Lake Tanganyika. 
There are, it sheuld be added, several 
streams which flow to the southern shore of 
Victoria Nyanza, one of which may come 
from a more southerly latitude than the 
Kifu. Indeed, Stanley, in 1876, thought he 
had discovered the most remote source of the 
Nile in the Shimerjee, which, as he con- 
jectured, came from at least five degrees 
south ofthe equator. But, sofar, this con- 
jecture bas not been confirmed. Whatever 
else Emin may do on this curious pilgrimage 
of his, he is likely to he able to throw further 
important light on the source of the myster- 
ious Nile. 

WEDDED TO AFRICA. 

There is a strong probability that Emin 
will never leave Africa again unless, indeed, 
he be driven out by the force of British 
troops which, itis understood, moved from 
Uganda some time ago under commard of 
Capt. Lugord to oppose his march. 

It is crious to note the movements of Chi- 
nese Gordon’s old HMeutenant, who seema 
wedded to the latitudes of the Dark Conti- 
nent. | | 

It was on April 25, 1890, tnat, having been 
landed at Bagamoyo by Mr. Stanley, Emin 
Pacha set out on his present expedition. With 
him were Lieut. Langheld, Dr. Stuhlmann, 
Father Schynse, 100 soldiers (negroes) and 
400 porters. On Aug. 4 following he occupied 
Tabora, the Readquarters of the Arabs in 
Central Africa, and raised the German flag, 
Sept. 27 found him at Bukumbil, on the south- 
ern shore of Victoria Lake. Thence he pro- 
ceeded up the west shore and on Oct, 31 
founded the station of Bukoba at the nrouth of 
the River Kagera, the stream which divides 
the German and British territories. There he 
spent the winter bullding atown and form- 
ing extensive plantations; founding the 
neighboring stations of Katagwe and Moansa; 
and making treaties with the native tribes. 
A copy of the Anglo-German treaty was sent 
to him there, andalso an official letter of 
recall. Possibly be aid not get them. If he 
did he ignored them—to put it mildly. In- 
stead of being recalled, In February, 1891, he 
moved forward, and tin deflance of the treaty 
marched straight into British territory. As 
soon as this was known Germany repudiated 
all responsibility for him. Ofthat fact he is 
not aware;and if he wereift probably would 
not worry him. In Marchand April he and 
Dr. Stuhlmann explored Mount Mfumbiro, 
and on May lAwere at the southern end of 
Albert Edward Lake. 

CONFLICTING REPORTS. 

Since then the European world has heard 
of him but twice directly. On Dec. 16 private 
advices from Africa received in Paris stated 
that Emin’s followers had had several bloody 
conflicts in the Lake district and that he was 
in a tight place. 

News came to Berlin, however, about the 
same date and from the Nyanga region which 
stated that Emin Pacha and Dr, Stuhimanna 
had at that timealready been three months 
in the Albert Nyanza district. Emin, it was 
added, had been received with the greatest 
enthusiasm by the troops who had served 
under him when he was Governor of the 
Equatorial Province.

New YORK, Jan. 2.—In the historic little 
church of St, James in Jay street, Brooklyn, 
amid great pomp, pathetic and impres- 
sive services, the last earthly honors were 
paid to the beloved Bishop Loughlin this 
morning. Despite the blinding storm of wind 
and rain, thousands of people stood for heurs, 
waiting patiently to enter the church. Many 
of the residences, as well as the church, were 
heavily draped in black, and the neighbor- 
hood looked as ifa great public calamity had 
taken piace. As early as 4:30 this morning 


was roughly estimated that not fewer than 
10,000 people viewed the remains. 
o'clock the church was closed, and it was not 
reopened until 9 o’ clock.

Under numerous headlines and date of 
**Valparaiso, Jan.1,’’ the Globe-Democrat 
and the Republic yesterday printed 4 col- 
umn each of Chilian news (7). The cable 
dispatch in each instance opens with 
these announcements: | 

The United States gunboat, Yorktown, 
arrived here on Nov. 8. She sa- 
luted the Ohilian flag and ailso the 
Admiral of the German squadron on epter- 
ing port. She anchored close to the 
Baltimore, about a mile off shore, Her com- 
mander, Capt. Evans, intends to send his 
men ashore on liberty within a few days. 

Then follows an absorbingly interest- 
ing account of how the Baltimore is hav- 
ing her keel scraped. Sympathetic read- 
ers of the graphic account doubtless shared 
in imagination the luxurious experience 
with the man-of-war, and they will be 
grieved to learn that their sensibilities 
have been trified with. The fact is the 
Baltimore is docked at San Francisco, 
Oal., and is not having her bottom 
scraped in Valparaiso harbor, The further 
fact is that whatis printed as cable news 
from Valparaiso of Jan. 1 by the Globe- 
Democrat and Republic yesterday was 
printed in the SUNDAY Post-DIsPATCH 
four weeks ago. It is not what it 
purports to be.

DINNER-TABLE WARRIORS. 


A curious outbreak of rhetorical militar- 
ism has taken place since the beginning of 
the Chilian complications, which sounds 
strangely in the ears of those who have 
supposed the United States stood for 
peace, and would pay any price for it save 
honor. Gen. Hokacr PoRTER’s plea for 
a ‘*‘war now and then’’ is {substantially 
the argument advanced by Lord WoLsELEY 
and other warriors who have seen little of 
war. According to the dinner-table fight- 
ers, waris the nursery of patriotism. It 
keeps alive the love of country which dis- 
tinguishes nearly all prosperous and suc- 
cessful nations. It is the means by which 
peoples climb to influence and acquire 
power of which they may be proud. 

While it is only half a truth, and the 
worse half. A war is justifiable only 
to secure or save rights which are 
threatened. Nations grow in these 
days not so much at the cost of their 
neighbors as by the honest devel- 
opment of their mental and moral resources 
and by increasing the stock of useful 
things which promote prosperity. War 
impairs the world’s material and moral 
capital, and no good can come of it that is 
not balanced by anevil. No nation should 
indulge in it except upon compulsion. 

It is not necessary to speak of lives lost 
and homes destroyed. Those are not the 
most hideous consequences. Great wars 
are usually followed by a period of sut- 
tlers’ morality. Our civil war, righteous 
as it is probably considered by most of us, 
left a legacy of corruption which is to-day 
threatening the very existence of free in- 
stitutions. It was the jobbers’ oppor- 
tunity and the opportunity is not yet ex- 
hausted. It left behind a monstrous sys- 
tem of taxation which is now cunningly 
manipulated in the interest of a privileged 
few with whom patriotism is food for 
cynics’ jests. We had ourwar. We are 
now suffering some of the consequences. 

Let us have no unnecessary war with the 
Chilians. Let them keep their nitrate beds. 
If we have cause to complain let us reason 
with them as sensible men do and settle 
the quarrel decently. This is the policy 
of avilization, the counsel of morality and 
enlightenment. 


SCHOOL KNOW-NOTHINGISM. 

‘*A Friend of the Public Schools’’ 
solemnly warns the PosTt-DIsPaToH that 
the education of the youth of this country 
involves a question which strikes at the 
very root of the tree of American liberty, 
and that the Post-DISPATCH must show its 
friendship for the Public Schools, the 
palladium of our free institutions, by help- 
ing him to destroy the Catholic schools as 
deadly foes of the tree aforesaid.

A 
very small minority of the American peo- 
ple are moved by the foolish fear or sec- 
tarian animosity which regards any Amer- 
icam organization of Christians as hostile 
to American institutions. The most vicious 
blow struck at the root of American lib- 
erty, or at the welfare of our non-secta- 
rian State school system in recent times, is 
found in that legislation which was en- 
acted in some States for the suppression of 
Lutheran or other denominational schools— 
to deprive parents of their natural right to 
provide extra schools of their own choos- 
ing for their children at their own expense, 

American liberty was instituted for the 
protection of all creeds and is guaranteed 
to all alike. The framers of our great 
charter based it upon the fundamental 
truth that no religious creed or church 
organization is its enemy, or should be 
made its enemy by the application of any 
religious test in the administration of 
civil affairs. The Post-DisPaTcH has un- 
faltering faith in that doctrine, as applied 
to schools and to every affair of public 
concern controlled by the people at the 
ballot-box.

| THINGS WISE AND OTHERWISE. 


' **Aaron Burr’s Conspiracy and Trial’’ is 
the title of an article in Harper’s Magazine for 
January. It is fairly good, but nothing more; 
and I should be sorry to think that any re- 
porter onthe Post-Disratca could not, ata 
week’s notice, write a much better one. For 
instance, carelessness or igmorance is the 
only explanation of such a sentence as this: 
‘*Burr’s only child, his accomplished daugh- 
ter, Theodosia, the wife ofa South Carolina 
planter,’’ etc. Probably Joseph Alston was 
a planter, as very many gentlemen in South 
Carolina were in those days and sirice, but he 
was also Governor of the State—a fact which 
the reader is entitled to know.

The late Miss Theodosia Burr Davis of New 
York was a dear friend of mine in the long, 
long ago days. The niece and ward of 
Matthew L. Davis, the intimate associate 
and biographer of Burr, she hada store of 
anecdotes of men who figured prominently 
in national affairs seventy or eighty years 
Since; but this one—which I shall repeat as 
nearly as possible in her @Wn words—linter- 
ested me most of all: 

**Il wasa school girl of 4, spending a short 
vacation at Uncle Matthew’s house in the 
city, when one day I heard him calling to me 
from the hall below and went to the 
head of the stairs. ‘Come down,’ he 
said, ‘there isa gentleman here who wishes 
to see you.’ I hesitated—held back by some 
undefinable fear. Again he said, ‘Come 
down,’ and in such tones that I dared not 
disobey. He led me into the parlér, and 
there on the sofa satan old man whom I had 
never before seen. Very old he looked, 
dressed in the costume of the last century, 
with his snow-white hair drawn back and 
tied in a queue behind. But his eyes, they 
were not old; large, dark and deep, they 
flashed with all the fire of youth. I never saw 
such eyes in man or woman. They fascinated 
while they frightened me. My uncle led me 
forward and said: ‘Col. Burr, thisis the 
child of whom Ispoke. I need not tell you 
whose name she bears.’ The old man rosé, 
took my hands inhis and held me out at 
arms length and looked at me—looked at me 
with those eyes which seemed to see into my 
very soul. Only amoment, butthe moment 
wasan hour. Then he dropped my hands, 
and exclaimed in a voice trembling with 
emotion: ‘Take her away, Matthew, take 
her away! I cannot bear it!’ I saw him 
only once afterward; it was on Broadway, 
andIitriedto slip by him unperceived. But 
when I turned to look back he was standing 
still, following me with those wonderful, 
wonderful eyes. They haunt me still; and 
will, I know, while memory lasts.’’ 


A London correspondent of the New York 
Nation recently announced—as if the dis- 
covery was his own—that ‘‘Napoleon was no 
gentleman,’’ I have seen precisely the same 
statement in precisely the same words in 
various English books and magazines within 
the last thirty years; but, unlike the Nation 
correspondent, the credit of the alleged dis- 
covery was always assigned to the Duke of 
Wellington—to whom it undoubtedly belongs. 

Whether ‘‘the man who’’—as the London 
Times once said—‘*hasw ploughed his name 
and fame more deeply into human conscious- 
ness than any other since C@sar,’’ was or 
was nota gentleman is a question I do not 
propose to argue, every reader being quite 
competent to do that for himself. But, as an 
illustration of the different ways people have 
of looking at things, it is well to remember 
that Wellington, who thought ‘‘Napoleon 
was no gentleman,’’ was proud to kiss the 
hand of that king of royal blackguards, 
George |[V., whom Thackeray has thus pil 
loried: 

**Lord Malmesbury has given us the begin- 
ning ofthat wretched marriage story; how 
the Prince reeled into chapelto be married; 
how he hiccoughed out his vows of fidelity— 
you know how he kept them; how he pursued 
the woman whom he had married; to whata 
state he brought her; with what blows he 
struck her; what his treatment of his daugh- 
ter and what his own life. He, ‘the first gen- 
tleman of Europe!’ There’s no stronger 
satire onthe proud English society of that 
day than tnat they admired George.’’ 

And the Duke of Wellington was the first 
and foremost in that ‘‘proud English 
society’’ who ‘‘admired George,’’ and took 
off their hats and saluted him as ‘‘the first 
gentleman of Engiland!’’ If the old Duke 
were alive to-day, doubtless his ideas of what 
constitutes a gentleman would be equally 
curious. He would resent as a personal in-' 
sult and species of high treason to Church 
and State, the assertion that an English 
prince and heir apparent to the English 
throne whocould carry his gambling tools 
into a private house to which he had been in- 
vited as a guest, and insist upon playing a 
gambling game, though the hostess told him 
that her husband had positively forbidden 
such game in his house—was no gentleman. 
If George IV. and the present Prince of Wales 
are gentlemen, then most assuredly 
‘*"Napoleon was no gentleman;’’ and I am 
very giad he was not. 

By the way, why does not some ingenious 
writer makea book in answer to the fre- 
quently asked question, ‘‘What é a gentle- 
man?’’ The dictionary gives usa string of 
more or less unsatisfactory definitions. Now 
let us have an elaborate treatise (octavo at 
least) to settle the matter. Meanwhile, 

When Adam dolve, and Eve span, 
Whe was then the gentleman? 
‘Most likely Adam, I should think. 


I visited an exhibition of pictures some 
time ago, which was neither better nor worse 
than the usual show of that sort. Under one 
of these pictures—which with all the rest I 
have quite forgotten—were these lines, in 
explanation of the artist’s subject. I stood 
still ten minutes in the pushing, el ing 
crowd to copy them, and then went home 
with my prize, which I had never seen before. 
Perhaps they may be new to you, too; bu 
whether new or old they are worth reading: 
“ and sad shall be my way 
If I behold her not afar, 

And yet I knew not when that day 


ae rentias tnd placed my love afar, 
tre we pray 
Ot akelan ex ft ince chy. we ¢ 
Though but one blessing may repay 
thousand griefs I feei afar, 


I shall not see, or near or far.*’

headlight. Then Slye’s partner went back 
to the smoker with the engineer and the 
other fireman while Slye stayed with me by the 
side ofthe engine. A few minutes later he 
took me down to the smoker with the rest 
and afterturning me over to the other man 
Slye wentaway and the other man stood at 
the car door shooting off his pistol and mak- 
ing a racket, I suppose to Scare us.’’ 

‘*Did either of the men have masks on?’’

The identification of Slye by the engineer 
and fireman confirms the identification of 
Mulrennan.

After that 
they both agree that he went off toward the 
express car and they saw him no more,except 
once when he was feeling over Mulrennan’s 
clothes looking for valuables. 

Slye during his interview with the two 
trainmen was less guarded in his speech and 
seemed more careless. He chaffed the fire- 
man about being frightened when the 
trouble was goingon. Siye wasalso identi- 
fied yesterday afternoon bya lady who was 
summoned to the Four Courts for that pur- 
pose, but whose name is withheld by the po- 
lice. Theljady positively identified him as 
having lived at the houseNo. 4244 Swan ave- 
nue just preceding the train robbery of Nov. 
30, and as being one of the partv of four men 
and a woman already described as Hedspeth 
and his wife, Slye, ‘*‘Dink’’ Wilson and one 
other man, name unknown. 

HURRIED WORK LAST NIGHT. 

Detectives Whittaker and Byron of San 
Francisco, pm under Chief Harrigan’s 
orders by Chief Crowley of that city, left 
hurriedly for the West last night.

In addition to identifying Slye as one of the 
men who rob the express car on the 
night of Nov. 80 last, Adams Express Mes- 
senger Mulrennan also positively identified 
the watch found in Slye’s possession when 
the latter was arrested in Los Angeles, Cal., 
last week, as his own, taken from him by 
Siye on the night of the train robbery. The 
watch ig a very handsome gold 
timepiece, valued at $150, and  Mes- 
senger Mulrennan described it perfectly 
before it was produced and shown to him. In 
this instance, as in all his denials and eva- 
sions, Slye has been found a most skilful ana 
accomiplished twister of the truth.

SLYE AND HIS GANG. 


CHIEF SPEERS OF KANSAS CITY SPEAKS OF 
THEIR EXPLOITS. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo.. Jan. 2.—Chief of Police 
Speers of this city, who has furnished tothe 
St. Louls police some pointers concerning 
the Glendale train robbers, to-day gave the 
PoOsT-DISPATCH correspondent the full crim- 
inal history of Marion Hedspeth, the dyna- 
mite train robber, as follows. ‘“*‘Hedspeth, 
who, I believe, led the band of robbers of 
which Slye, now in jail in St. Louis, was one, 
was bornand raised in Cooper County, and 
his people live at Pisgah. He was sent to the 
pen for grand larceny and jail-breaking, and 
has been out of prison for about two 


years. He is now between 26 and 28 years 
old. When he was released he had a large 
overlapping toothin his upper jaw which 
marked him. He had the tooth taken out 
and wears a false one in its place. When he 
left the Jefferson City prison he associated 
himself with an ex-convict named Cody, who 
had been sent from Sedalia for burglary. 
When Cody was opr in Sedalia he was 
caught in the act of drilling a safe. He and 
his gang opened fire on the police officers 
who detected them and one officer was 
killed and. another severely wounded. 
One of Cuody’s pals was killed and it was sup- 
ed that Cody was mortally wounded. 
Cody was confined in jail for sometime and 
the attending physicians thought he would 
not recover. Whencourt convened he was 
carried to the court.room, entereda plea of 
guilty and was given only two years in the 
penitentiary, the Judge and court officers 
thinking that it would be but a few months 
before he woul@ die. Instead of dying heat 
once commenced to recover, and when his 
sentence expired he was awell man and 
he and Hedspeth at once went on 
the road together taking in an old railroad 
man, who had been a freight conductor, and 
revious to associating with Hedspeth and 
ody, had been a man of good character. 
These three men located at Bonner Springs, 
twenty miles west of Kansas City, on the line 
of the Union Pacific. Their purpose was to 
hold up the Union Pacific train some ten 
miles east of that place. While living at 
Bonner Springs Hedspeth and Cody went 
down tothe county seat of Miller County, 
Mo, , and openea the safe of 
Mr. Johnson, a merchant, and got 
$1,400. A few days after this Detective Bryant 
and Kansas officers went to Bonner Springs 
to arrestthe Hedspeth gang, but they had 
fed. After this Hedspeth and Cody and the 
rallroad man separated out through Kansas. 
One night at Osage City while they were 
drilling a safe, they were surprised, showed 
fight, and Cody was killed. Hedspeth and 
the others then came back to Missouri and 
operated in Southwest Missouri. They opened 
a safe at Ava, a& small town not far from 
Springfield, and were followed and captured. 
Afterward they broke jail and were caught 
in Quincy, Illl., and returned. Hedspeth_ 
again broke jail. His pal was recentl 
tried for the Ava robbery and sent up for fif- 
teen years. Hedspeth then associated him- 
self with a new gang composed of Hedspeth 
as leader, Slye, a St. Joseph man and ex-con- 
vict; L. L. Wilson, an Omaha man, a brother 
of Wilson and another unknown man. This 
gang wentinto Toney Crandall’s saloon on 
the Southwest Boulevard at the State line 
and held Crandall up when there were a 
dozen men in the place. They took Crandall’s 
diamond studand watch and some money. 
Their next exploit was the Kansas 
Oity (Kan.) street car barn rob- 
bery. Then the car barn at Omaha 
suffered, following which the Pacific House 
robbery at St. Joseph, where they held ap 
the clerk. The next was the robbery of the 
train four miles from Omaha. There they 
only got $235. They tore the whole end of the 
express car out with dynamite. Their next 
appearance wasthe Western Union Junction 
train robbery near Milwaukee. The last was 
the Glendale train robbery near St. Louis, by 
which the gang got a large sum of money. 
Hedspeth, the leader, was arrested in this 
city on Nov. 28, 1890, for stealing a chair 
worth $5 from W. H. Bean, 912 Main street. 
Bean failed to prosecute and the man was 
released.’’ 

The capture of Slye is considered a!most im- 
portant one here and the police believe 
that the rest of the gang will be taken in 
custody. The police here say no doubt that 
the gang is one of the most daring ever 
organized for plunder.

HOW THE DETECTIVES TRACKED THE ROBBERS 
FROM ST. LOUIS, 

On the 7th day of December last there began 
from St. Louis a chase on the hot trail of the 
Glendale train robbers which furnishes the 
most fascinating and, in its results, the most 
important story ofthe entire tracking down 
of that bold gang.

Louis. But there had been certain other 
discoveries made during the journey, and 
instead of bringin his three men back 
with him, Desmond located Viehle and Allen- 
der at certain points. ‘‘between here and 
Utah,’’ as Desmond himself puts it, to 
escape detaliis, sent McGrath back . 
haste to St. Louis, with a full report of all 
results accomplished, and himself came 
back via Kansas City, investigating* certain 
incidental developments in that neighbor- 
hood. He reached St. Louis finally on Dec 
22, Just eight days before Slye was arrested 
in California. 

**It was through that trip alone that the 
Glendale gang was ‘spotted’ in California, 
and the trip was o of the luckiest ever 
made in a chase after thieves. We got the 
full history of the gang from their several 
homes;we got them headed safely for the 
Slope and then I came back to 8t. Louis sat- 
isfied, The only thing now that I kick about 
is the story that in Kansas Tom McGrath and 
I were taken for dangerous characters in 
a sleeping car and t the passengers 

from the car in consequence. hat 
is not true. In passing through 
Wyoming we had to board a train rather late 
one night, and some ladies became alarmed 
and asked the porter of the car to stay up all 
night on guard, as they were afraid we might 
be desperate men. The conducior knew who 
we were ard laughed at the ladies, telling 
them we were a safeguard against robbers 
and not robbers ourselves. 

** ‘If you are afraid of robbers, ladies,’ he 
suld, ‘don’t look for men who dress roughly.

HEDSPETH’S CAREER. 

BOONVILLE, Mo., Jan. 2.—Cooper County, 
which is the birthplace of Marion Hedspeth, 
the Glendale robbery suspect, has cause to 
remember her wayward son. His career of 
crime was started in this county in 1882 when 
he was only 17 years old. In company with a 
man named Harry Sanders, he broke intoa 
store at Prairie Home and robbed the safe. 
He was arrested and got one year in the 
County Jailfor hiscrime. After being ina 
month he attempted to escape and In doing so 
nearly killed Deputy Sheriff Louis LE. Willtams 
now World’s Fair Commissioner for Alaska.

PROGRESSIVE BENEFIT ORDER. 


ton Committee Makes Its Report— 
hady Methods Exposed. 


About t enty gentlemen, representing the 
fifty lodges of the Progressive Benefit Order, 
met at Central Turner Hall last night to heara 


report from Messrs. Dassen, Duggan and 
Maloney, the gentlemen who had gone on to 
Boston in the interest of the members of the 
order inthiscity. Mr. Dassen read the re 
port, which was as follows: 

We your committee report: 

First—That the Supreme Lodge have abused their 
trust in the most shameful manner. 

Second—That the Supreme officers are entirely un- 
able or unwilling to make any statement as tothe 
standing or condition of the order. 

Third—That it has not deposited the money re- 
ceived on benefit assessments in the State Treasury 
as provided by the laws of the commonwealth from 
which it received its charter. 

Fourth—That it has discriminated in the payment 
of certificates, inasmuch as certificates maturing in 
December have been paid, while October certificates 
remain unpaid perterense being shown to certifi- 
cates presented y brokers and collectors and. other 
persons hoiding powers of attorney to act for certifi- 
cate holders, and your committee lieve that these 
were acting as agents for the supreme officers in one 
form or another. 

Fifth—That the Supreme Lodge has used the gen- 
eral expense fund in the most extravagant manner in 
paying exorbitant salaries to its officers and depu- 
ties and squandering the monéy so recklessly that 
the cost of bringing in a new member was $7. ; 

Sixth—That the bonds of Supreme officers were en- 
tirely insufficient. 

From all the facts gathered, your committee 
thought prem thatthe business ofthe order should 
be wound up as soon as possible; I therefore brought 
proceedings in court. for an injunction, and have 
also petitioned for a receiver to wind up the buai- 
ness of the order and make an equitable distribution 
among all the members in good standing. 

The committee further recommend that no 
money be sent on to Boston. 

Mr. Duggand in explaining -the report said 
that the order was dead beyond resurrection 
and that it would never get out of the courts. 
His doubts about rottenness inthe Supreme 
Lodge were quickly dispelled when he reached 
Boston and was approached by the brokers 
who were anxious to pick up all matured and 

rematured certificates at reduced rates. 

r. Duggan was of the opinion that 
the brokers were in collusion with the 
Supreme Lodge and said that the leader of 
the brokerage business was a past president 
ofthe order. He told of how he was ap- 
proached by one man who said thatif they 
would raise the injunction on the order for 
twelve hours they could have anything they 
wanted. Another broker offered to take up 
a lapsed certificate and give the face value 
minus the assessments unpaid.

NAPLES’ MYSTERY. 


Supposed Identity of the Woman Found 
Dead in the Street. 


SHE WAS A STRANGER ABOUT WHOM 
LITTLE WAS KNOWN. 


But She Had Property cf Value in En- 
gland—Belief That She Was Murdered 
and Robbed—Died on the Gallows— 
Rescue or a Rope—Moonshiners Cap- 
tured—Fired by Thieves. ; 


Lowpow, Jan. 2.—Through exclusive in- 
formation from official sources wired to-day 
from Naples, the SuNpDaY PostT-DISPATCH 
correspondent ts able to largely unravel the 
mystery of the aJleged English woman who 
was murdered in Naples one week ago to- 
day. The British newspapers have hitherto 
paid little attention to brief cables from 
Rome of this tragedy because nothing could 
be learned about the womap’s connections 
in England, where she came from or where 
her relatives lived, if she had any. She was 
associated for ten yearsin Naples with Pastor 
Barff ofthe English Church there, without 
elther Barft or his congregation 
learning anything whatever of her past 
history, She was always regarded in 
Naples as a secretive and most eccentric 
woman, who took especial pains to court ob- 
scurity. One night the woman was ™mur- 
dered. She Was on her way to dine with 
Pastor Barff. She livedin Villaquarento, in 
Posilippi, about one mile away from BarT?’s 
house. In reaching the pastor’s hoyse she 
had to pass through a low quarter leading to 
the customs gate. 

At this gate she was stopped by the customs 
officers, because she was carrying a package 
which they examined, it belng suspected that 
it contained something contraband. The 
Officials discovered their mistage, and the 
woman continued to walk toward the 
residence of Mr. Barf. A few minutes 
afterwards some policemen saw a young 
Neapolitan .of the lower class following 
her. Nothing more was ssenof the woman 
until daylight on the following morning, 
when a lamplighter found her dead. No 
package was found, and what her package 
contained has not yet been discovered, There 
Was a deal oftrouble in discovering the dead 
woman’s identity. 

Dispatches to London papers called her 
both Browning and Wellesley. Some said 
she was a Mrs., others said she wadga Miss: 
On first examination of her effects at the 
villa nothing wasfound which would give a 
clue to her identity. She was buried without 
any relatives or friends turning Wpto claim 
her, butin goingover papers ijeft by the 
murdered woman, if she was murdered, 
British Consul discovered a letter from Frank 

genby, President of the Capital and Coun- 

Bank at Basingstoke, Engiand. This let- 
ter referred to some. property which the dead 
woman had owned seven miles from Basing: 
stoke. It appeared she had purchased the 
Basingstoke property in April, 1890, had lived 


there until six weeks ago, when she went |. 
back to Naples, taking considerable money 


Judging by the woman’s pronounced foreign 
accent and name, Wenzel, in which she kept 
her account at the bank, Lazenby concluded 
that she was a native or Austria or Southern 
Germany. It seemed to be certain that she 
was nota born IKnglish woman, despite the 
name Wellesley which she seems to have 
assumed, but certainly appeared to be a lady 
and a woman of culture. 

When Miss Wellesley left the hermitage six 
weeks ago she turned the Key in her door and 
— no instructions about her property. 

he house remains to-day exactly as she left 
itin this quiet, remote village. Nothing had 
been heard of the mysterious Naples murder 
until the letter from the British Consul ar- 
rived to-day. The Naples police made an 
egregious mistake in assuming that the 
woman’s last name was Browning. This 
blunder probably arose from the fact that 
her villa, the hermitage, is situated In a part 
= tate Village locally Known as Browning 

Ofcourse allthis, while it helps to estab- 
lish the dead woman’s identity, does not 
clear up the mystery of hér alleged murder. 
The woman’s body was found in tne street in 
the vilest quarter of Naples several hours 
after she ad passed the Customs gate 
witha package. This package, whatever it 
may have contained. was not found with the 
body. Where she went or what happened 
after passin the Customs gate, nobody 
knows; but there seems to be no doubt in the 
minds of the Naples police that she was the 
victim of outrage and rovbery. The difi- 
culty in clearing up the mystery had been 
increased by the police not discovering the 
woman’s realname. Nowthat it has been 
disclosed, some solution of the mystery may 
ve forthcoming, 


DIED ON THE GALLOWS. 


A DESPERATE NEGRO CRIMINAL HANGED AT 
CHATTANOOGA, TENN. 


OHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Jan. 2.—For the un- 
provoked murder of Officer Musgrove on the 
12th of June, «189, Jesse Frierson was 
hanged here to-day. Frierson had 
seemed to become very religious for 
the past week until iast night when he 
made a murderous attempt to take the life of 
his jailer instead of listening to the consoling 
words of preachers and friends. At 9o’clock 
Jallor Holt passed through the cage of the 
ward where the murderer had enjoyed a 
comparative amount of freedom from re- 
strain. The jatier had come to remove Frierson 
toa place where he would be under the eye of 
the death watch then assembled.

While some of the firemen were still at 
work scattering the smouldering material 
and others were about to take up the hose an- 
other cry of ‘‘Fire,’’ was heard. It came from 
awoman who appeared in her night dress 
at the door of No, 85 Carmine street, im- 
mediately opposite. The hallway was full af 
smoke and streaks of it poured through the 
chinks in the sidewalk. This was also a five- 
story building, bnt it was a single tenement 
in which lived eleven families, comprising 
fifty-five persons. Ihtense excitement pre- 
valled when it was found that the two fires 
had been started in the same manner. 
The second fire was evidently started last as 
it had not made much headway and was 
quickly extinguished. 

That robbery was the object of the incen- 
diaries is proven by the fact that a number of 
articles of clothing, a pocket-book and a 
child’s bank were stolen during the brief 
panic and confusion. Whenthe fire at 842 
was first discovered and during the subse- 
quent excttement a young man rushed up the 
stairs shouting fire. He was followed by two 
others, but they were driven back by the 
pases and firemen. After all the inmates had 

eft their rooms at No. 3442, except a rheu- 
matic man named Bosselet, who lived on 
the fourth floor front, the latter was 
assisted down, but he was loath to 
leave his rooms saying there were thieves in 
the house. While he was tn bed after his 
wife and child had left him a young Man ran 
into his r@omand snatched a child’s bank 
from the mantel. It contained $10 in change. 
The sick man shouted after the thief and 
tried tointercept him, but could not. His 
description of the fellow tallied with that of 
the young man who had gone up-Sstairs 
shouting fire. After he left Bosselet’s room 
the thief went through several other apart- 
ments which had been deserted by their oc- 
cupants and stolemrticles of clothing. 

Mrs. Annie Sullivan, who lived on the sec- 
ond floor in front, was. surprised by a fellow 
coming into her room witha bundle in his 
arm. She screamed and the thief ran away 
but the woman gave chase until she reached 
the lower landing, where she stopped be- 
cause she wore only her night clothes. The 
thief escaped. 

Mrs. Hennessey, living on the third floor of 
No, 38, saw twotough looking fellows run 
into that house immediately aiter the 17 of 
fire by Janitress Hill, but she supposea they 
were tenants and thought no wore of the cir. 
cumstance until after the excitement had 
died away and Wm. Rogers, living on the 
fourth floor, said he had been robbed ofa 
pocketbook containing about $60 in money 
and some papers.

Chili’s Court of Inquiry in the Massacre 
Case Reports. 


RIGGIN WAS KILLED, BUT NO ONE IS 
TO BLAM. 


The Complete Finding to Be Submitted 
Monday—Prospects for a Peaceful Set- 
tlement Look Brighter—Minister Montt 
Says His Government Will Make E=x- 
planation—Egana Stumbling-Block, 


VALPARAISO, Chili, Jan. 2,—The Procurator 
Fiscal has concluded his review of the Balti- 
more case. He findsthat Rodirguez, Domez 
and Azumada, the three rioters who were 
held by Judge of Crimes Foster, are 
guilty of stabbing and otherwise 
wounding the American sallors, but 
he says the evidence is not 
strong enough to show that the wounds in- 
filcted by the four prisoners caused the 
death of Boatswain’s Mate Charles Riggin 
and Coal Heaver Turnbull. He finds the Bal- 


timore sailor Davidson guilty of assault upon 
a Chilian sailor. 

Rodriguez acknowledged stabbing Riggin 
because the latter assaulted one of the 
sallors of the Chilian torpedo boat, Almirante 
Cochrane. Seeing the Chilian seaman ill- 
treated Rodriguez stuck his knife into 
Riggin’s back. 

Gomez admitted stabbing Turnbull in the 
back three times, and said he did so defend- 
ing some friends of his whom Turnbull had 
knocked down. Azumada denied having 
anything to do with the assault, but was 
shown by other witnesses to have partici- 
pated in it. 

Cortez, another of the prisoners, also al- 
leged that he took no part intheaffair, A 
revolver was found on him, but he said that 
he carried it to defend himself. 

It now only remains for Judge of Crimes 
Foster to pass sentence onthe three con- 
victed prisoners. 

Relative to Cortez’ implication the Procu- 
pho al Fiscal says that more data are re- 
qu ; . 

The Fiscal comes to the conclusion that 
itis impossible to determine who fired the 
shot which killed Riggin.

Further Revelations Promised of Cana- 
dian Corruption. ‘ 


MERCIER HAS NOT LOST HIS HOLD ON 
HIS FRENCH FOLLOWERS. 


A Disgusting State of Things—Complaints 
of Abbott's Ineffloency—The French 
Stand by Their Old Leader—Speaker- 
ship Influence—Agitation for Church 
Schools for Religious Training. 


MONTREAL, Jan. 2.—The next session ol the 
pominion Parliament promises to be kept as 
pusily engaged in investigating Conservative 
scandals as the last. Mr. Israel Tarte, the 
famous Independent Conservative journalist 
whose revelations last year put Sir Hector 
Langevin out of the cabinet and Hon. Thos. 
McGreevy out of the House itself,has publicly 
promised several times during the past few 
weeks to prove Sir Adolph Cown,the Minister 
of Militia, to be as bad a corruptionist as his 
jate knightly colleague. He also says he will 
show that the Government spent $500,000 in 
corrupting voters during the last general 
election. Thos. McGreevy, who was treas- 
urer of the fund, threatens that he, too, will 
blab in revenge for bein made a scapegoat. 
Chapleau is reported to be again in the sulks. 
He has been absent from Ottawa for nearly 
three weeks. He denies that he is ‘‘kicking’’ 
and says that his absence from the capital is 
due toasevere cold. His friends, however, 
declare that he is growing impatient at the 
failure of Premier Abbott to reconstruct the 
Cabinet. Several of the ministerial journals 
are impatient, too, and some of them*openly 
express their discontent at Abbott's inaction. 
The Montreal Gazette, the chief Tory organ ino 
Quebec Province, is rather mild in its lan- 


guage on the subject, but the Montreal Star | 


guys bluntly: ‘‘Jt was thoroughly underst®od 
when the old Ministers remained in their 
places after the burial of the iate 
leader that this was only a temporary 
arrangemept to get through what was 
hoped to be the short balance of the session, 
and that immediately on prorogation there 
would come a drastic reconstruction.

GABZA’S FRIENDS. 


They Are to Be Found in Diaz’ Capital— 
Mexican Matters. 

€31ry oF MEXIco, Mexico, Jan. 2.—The chie 
topic of discussion in political and official 
circles here during the past several days has 
been the revolution against the Diaz Adminis- 
tration that Catarina Garza has inaugurated 
inseveral of the northern States of the re- 
public. That Gerza has many influential 
sympathizersin this city there can be no 
doubt. Neither is the assertion—made by 
Capt. John G, Bourke of the United States 
Third Cavalry—that Garza obtained funds 
with which to carry on the war in this city 
questioned. It would Dave been a compara- 
tively easy matter for Garza to have spent 


some time here without being recognized, as 
he bad no acquaintance among the people of 
t its believe here that 
revolutionary movement is not 
down immediate! that. there is 
great danger of its spreading to the famine- 
stricken distPicts of Durango, Coahuila and 
San Luis Putosi, where the poorer classes 
would gladly embrace the opportunity of 
making war against the government, which 
they already regard with great disfavor, be- 
cause it has not come to the relief of their 
suffering and distress. The Department of 
War, under the direction of President Diaz, 
has been very active during the past several 
days in rushing troops to the frontier, the 
best equipped regiments ofthe army having 
been sent from the lower part of the repub- 
lic, The result of Garza’s operatiuns is 
awaited with interest and anxiety by Ameri. 
can and foreli investors here. 

There is probably nota section of country 
in the world where a@ greater abundance of 
wild honey is to be had for the gathering 
than in the coast district adjacent to Tam- 
pico. The natives earn a good livelihood by 

thering and selling the product. Seventy- 
five thousand dollars’ worthof this honey 
was exported last year from the port of Tam- 
pico to New Orleans and New York. 

The grippe has appeared again in Mexico, 
and there are severai hundred cases reported 
in thiscity at the present time. A number of 
deaths have occurred here during the past 
few days as a direct result of the malady.

Thenthe Grand Master visited each 
typewriter in eet eer The ris who told 
their story to Inspector Byrnes last Tuesday 
said that Delavan stated that the society had 
5,000 members, 500 of whom were stockhold- 
ers. Healsotoldthem that 10 per cent divi- 
aend was the result of the first month’s ex- 
istence of the trust. This would be increased 
to 20 per centatthe end of the next month, 
mainly by the sale of typewriting machines 
and the immense amount of work controlled 
by the Grand Army. Deiavan was so smooth 
that many of the girls burried to place tueir 
savingsin such a profitable cern. He 
knew of stockholders willing to sell out at $25 
ashare, Miss Laura S&Stiliman purchased 
$300 worth of stock.

All 
business men appreciate the fact that 
it is against the policy of insurance 
com panies to insure a building for more than 
its value, alsothat it is bad policy for an 
owner toinsure for more than the actual 
value, because the companies are not bound 
to pay losses greater than the actual esti- 
mated value ofa building. Thus, if by some 
means, aman should insure a building for 
$100,000 and the building were only worth 
$75,000 and should burn down the company 
insuring the building would refuse to pay 
more than $75,000 and could not be made to 
pay more. In case of a loss the company and 
the insurereach appoint an appraiser and 
these mutually agree upon the value of the 
bullding and if they are unable 
to agree, a third, mutually acceptable, party 
is called in. The amount assessed is the 
amount paid against the loss. The ethics of 
fire insurance is that the insurer is only 
bound to pay the insuree the amount that 
would,place the building back again in exact- 
ly the condition that it was before the loss 
occurred. Acompany has the option, if a 
party refuses toaccept the company’s award, 
of rebuilding.

The Tourist Tells of His Futile Effort to Get His Party From Aix-les- 
Bains to Bayreuth. 


Written for the SUNDAY PosT-D1sPATCH. 

A time would come when we must go from 
Aix-les-Bainestto Geneva, and from .thence 
by a series of day-long and tangled journeys 
to Bayreuth in Bavaria. I should have to 
have @ courier, of course, totake care of s0 
considerable a party as mine: 

But I procrastinated. The time slipped 
flong,andat lastI woke up one day to the 
fact that we were ready to move and had no 
courtier, I then resolved upon what I felt was 
a foolhardy thing, but Iwasinthe humor of 
it. Isaid I would make the first stage with- 
out help—I did it. 

I brought the party from Aix to Geneva by 
myself—four people. The distance was two 
hours and more, and there was one change of 
cars. There was not an accident of any kind, 
except leaving a valise and some other mat- 
ters on the platform, a thing which can 
hardly be called an accident, it is socommon. 
So I offered to conduct the partyall the way 
to Bayreuth. 

This was @ blunder, though it did not seem 
soatthetime. There was more detail than I 
thegght there would be: 1. Two persons 
whom we had left in a Genevan pension some 
weeks before must be collected and brought 
to the hotel. 2. I must notify the people on 
the Grand Quay, who store trunks, to bring 
seven of our stored trunks to the hotel 
and ‘carry back seven, which they 
would find piled in the lobby.

BOULEVARDS’ COST. |RirRiniAR Sina cis? am 
us “DIGNIFYING DOMESTIC WORK.” 


Mrs. C. H. Stone Discusses Two Ways of 
Working Towards That Opjeot. 

Mrs. C. H. Stone of this City, who has taken 
great interest in, the @igscussion which s0 
deeply interests good hogsewives and good 
servants, contributes the following: 

There has been talk of a combined effort for 
dignifying housework. ,To successful, 
such an effort must eed in two direc- 
tions. First there should be at stated times, 
discussions of all the Knotty problems in this 
subject, the obstacles to overcome, the 
means to be used. Such discussions would 
interest all women and should be open to all 
who could listen to any, chance mention of 
womanly foibles, withoug losing self control; 
better still, they would cOmmit no one to any 
work but talking or listening, and the 
listener would be just as. important as the 
talker. 

True, certain lines of work might result 
from such discussions, sincé they would 
bring together the women already helping in 
this direction and those who want to help 
and do not know how; but there should be no 
compulsion. 

The object of these talks would need to be 
very broad. If they considered only the 
needs of this or that class of housekeepers or 
only the frills of housekeppipg, instead of 
the drudgery also, the movement would not 
only defeat itself but do harm. This would 
be espetially true whenthe question of do- 
mestic service had the floor. For instance, 
it would be a waste of time to discuss only 
the trained, intelligent girl, Asa Class these 
giris are the salt of the earth, and the house- 
keepers\who have known them hold them in 
grateful remembrance, for life is a burden 
Withoutthem. But they know as well as we 
that there is a larger class of untrained girls 
who often retuse to improve themselves, and 
who are.causing all this criticism, 

It would be equally shortsighted to consider 
only the needs of the housekeepers who can 
raise wages and make concessions indefi- 
Ditely, when those who can keep only one 
iri for general housework are the ones who 
do most of the irksd@ime training. 

Such a club must of cougsge take up the 
needed reforms in our homes; but it should 
make positive distinctions between the girl 
who needs to have her work lessened and 
those whoare overworked. because they re- 
fuse to become systematic and orderly. It 
should pledge itseif also not to perpetuate 
the too Common sentiment that if a girl has 
an incapable, unreasonable or unkind mis- 
tress, that excuses-her from earning her 
wages. A sense of responsibility is too scarce 
a trait of character, and it is a serious mat- 
ter to help decrease it in any way. 

Lastly it would be absurd to consider only 
means for humoring the present stpply in- 
stead of trying toincrease Kt in every iegiti- 
mate way, and it would be equally absurd to 
assume that elther mletress or maid was 
always right or always wrong, 

It is plain that such a club for discussing 
ways and means to dignifying domestic 
work, would be kept busy and animated. It 
would have its limitations however. it could 
create a public opinion in favor of domestic 
ability, but not the ability Itself. Talking 
can never do that, and even the public 
opinion would not reach those who need it 
most, 

There must be some device by which we 
can awaken a wide spread interest in house- 
hold skill and despatch; they are fast becom- 
ing lost arts. This is a Battle field where 
fashion, a growing indolence, a fillmsy educa- 
tion and multiplying pleasures, are all 
contending fercely <a@gAinst this good 
old time art. Slow methods are 
a mockery, because much of,;the poverty of 
life is caused by the saine tick of the know!l- 
edge and virtues which cause the poor ser- 
vice in our homes. Nake these as of as 
much interest and Importance as the 
fashions, and our homes will compete suc- 
cessfully with any trade for women. 

in addition then to a d@iecussion club, we 
should need object lessoms in housework— 
not the pickles, preserve@’ and quilts of old 
times, which interest working women, Dut 
the drudgery. The work gould either be 
performed at home and exhibited, or better 
still it could be performed on the spot. 
Specimens of workaday patching and darn- 
ing, of washing, ironing, cOoking, dish wash.- 
ing, dusting of bric-a:brac, etc., could be 
given ‘In turn, and G@selose the fact ithat 
drudgery can be perf ein a dainty dress, 
on a dainty carpet, swiftly and even grace- 
fully, if one Dut Knows how. 

As close attention should be paid to the 
time taken ineaeh piece of work, as tothe 
perfection, for wehaveno ideal whatever in 
this direction, and if women could be set to 
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barbarians might be, I immediately, with 
very dignified and lofty signs ordered them to 
complete the disemboweling of the buck and 
to cut branches and grass with which 
to cover it up.

Commissioner Murphy Publishes a Treat- 
isafor the Information of Tax- Payers 
~The Price of Property on the Streets 
in the System Going Up With Great 
Rapidity. 


Street Commissioner M. J. Murphy will 
have in the hands of every tax-payer in the 
city this week a little pamphiet that will so 
describe the boulevard plans now before the 
Assembly that there will be no mistakes 
made by the delegations of citizens who will 
come before the committees of the two 
Houses.

If the hunter to- 
wards the evening finds himself reaily lost 
and ata great distance from his camp it is 
much Detter to realize the fact while some 
daylight remains and to make timely prepa 
rations for passing the night on the veldt, 
such as choosing a@ good tree to which to 
attach your horse and coliectin 
an ample stock of firewood to las 
through the night. If these prepa- 
rations are postponed too long dark- 
ness supervenes and the hunter is helpless. 
Also if being lost on the veldt you happen to 
killa buck, Choose your resting place for the 
night some distance away from the¢dead 
game, which is fikely toattract either wolves 
or ions in whose vicinity at night it is well 
notto be. Ifound my way to the road and 
shortly afterwards to the wagons without 
much difficulty and dispatched the‘ ‘Baboon’’ 
to search for and bring in the two dead buck 
which task he successtully accomplished be- 
fore dark. The next morning we were 
so00n surrounded by scores of natives, old and 
young, male and female, who in exchange 
for the fresh meat with which we were pro- 
vided gave us large supplies of mealies and 
ofkafircorn. Itriedin vain to purchase a 
goat, as also milk and eggs,but none of these 
commodities would they produce.

MAKING THE BOULEVARDS. . 

A boulevard was originally a bulwark or 
barracks. As now anderstood itisa strip of 
ground dedicated and set spas for public use 
as a driveway and for thereughfiare pur- 
posse. This strip is usually of a width 
greater than the ordinary roadways. Such is 
a boulevard as we now term it, andafter this 
dedicasion is made comes the question of im- 
proveme@t, thé construction of the. roadway 
and sidewalks. 

The improvement.of a boulevard must take 
the usual course of all street improvements. 
It is proper to add that the authority given 
to the Board of Public Improvements by the 
section yuoted above to bring the matter of 
constructing a street up On its Own motion Is 
rarely taken advantage of, and the instances 
in Which it has passed and recommended to 
the Assembly ordinances for the improve- 
ment of a street against and overa remon- 
strance ofa majority of the: property own- 
ers abutting thereon, have been Very rare. 
It is the intention of the Street Department 
and, in fact, of the whole board to consider 
the Improvement of all boulevards, only 
under petition from property owners. Ex- 
perience bas fully demonstrated the fact, 
bowever, that street improvements of even 
the most ordinary kind andin the most ob- 
scure parts of the city have in every instance 
increased the value of property abutting 
thereon highly in excess of the cost of such 
improvements tothat property. It is dim- 
cuit to estimate the benefits that will accrue 
to property in the western portion of the 
city with the adoption of a complete and 
comprehensive system of boulevards.

A second scheme for the arrangemen< of 
roadway wiil previde for a street 100 feet 
wide tobe alloted as follows: A grass pilot 
abutting property Une four feet in width, 
then a granitoid sidewalk eight feet in width, 
and next to this another plot elgnt feet in 
width, to be ornamented with trees and 
shrubbery, and adjoining this @ roaaqway 
sixty feet wide, with granitoid curbing and 
guttering on either side thereof. Such road- 
way to be constructed with either Telford, 
asphaltum or wood biocks, accoruing to the 
wishes of a majority of the owners aiong line 
of said boulevard. 

A third and very elaborate scheme for the 
improvement of a boulevard will be for a 
highway 20 feet wide. It will provide for a 
‘combination of grass pilot and side- 
walk on elther side, to a. width of 
about thirty feetand a ag ye roadway on 
either side of the plot, in center to be re- 
served for either ornamentation with grass 
and shrubbery or occupancy with 
street railway tracks. It is, of course, pos 
sible that these pians and measurments will 
be modified in some important detalls to con- 
form with the wishes Of property-owners or 
the requirements of the peculiar conditions 
whicn may arise intbe establishment of the 
different highways.

SHIPPING DECREASED. 


Nova &cotia’s Bad Showing for the Year 
Passed. 


HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, Jan, 
The shipping of Nova 
shows a decrease of nine vessels 
and 741 tons during the past year. There are 
now on the registers of the Province 2,775 
vessels of 462,304 tons. In New Brunswick 
there is a decrease in tonnage of 15,509 tons, 
but a decrease in the number of vessels of 
only one. In Prince Edward Island there has 
been a decease of 86 vessels and 2,580 tons. 
The total number of vessels now registered in 
the maritime provinces is 3,950 of 680,054 tons. 

The business fallures itn Halifax during the 

ear just ended humbered 16, showing total 
labilities of $241,800 and assets of $142,330. In 
the whole province of Nova Scotia last year 
tnere were 145 failures, with Mabilities of 
$420,500 and assets of $477,450. The failures in 
the Province of Prince Edward Island durin 
1891 numbered 7, with Mabilities of $58,950 and 
assets of $28,400.

were 28 failures, with liabilities of $876,710 
and assets of $227,930. The exports of fish 
from Halifax to the West Indies and other

HE CAN BEAT FIFER. 


So Thinks Ex-Benator Horace 8. Clark, 
Who Wants to Be Governor. 


FIFER HAS NOT KEPT HIS CAMPAIGN 
PLEDGES TO THE FAITHFUL. 


Clark Is a Favorite With the Grand Army 
Men—The Mattoon Man Thinks He Can 
Carry the State, But Doubts if Fifer 
Can — Courting the German Votes— 
Some Interesting Political News. 


CuIcaco, Jan. 2.—Ex-Senator Horace 5. 
Clark of Mattoon has taken the fleld as can- 
didate for Governor on the Republican 
ticket. He believes circumstances are favor- 
able for the nomination of some good Repub- 
lican other than Fifer, and he hasa settled 
conviction that he is that good Re- 
publican. ‘*Jong’’ Jones got back a few 
days ago from his trip into the country, 
where he satisfied himself that he had not 
received the ‘‘call’’ and threw up the sponge 
as a candidate, This left the field clear for 
some Other aspirant whocan unite the anti- 
Fifer factions, and Mr. Clark was the first 
to seize the opportunity. He has been 
feeling his way over the State tor 
some time and he thinks he has the 
{inside track of all the candidates except 
Fifer, and he says he can beat ‘‘Private Joe’’ 
in the convention. Clark came to Chicago 
Thursday and placed himselfin commupnica- 
tion with Grand Army people, who gave 
him such encouragement that yesterday he 
declared himself an open candidate, ‘‘to stay 
and go throughthe convention.’’ it appears 
that he has been able to unite in his support 
nearly all the Republican leaders in Cook 
County who oppose Fifer, and he las prac- 
tically concluded a strong alliance with Ger- 
man-Americans in this city which may result 
in his nomination. Clark and his followers 
are convinced that Fifer can not be noml- 
nated, and that should he by any crook or 
turn carry the convention he cannot be 
elected. His administration has not been 
satisfactory ana his ante-election promises 
remain for the greater part unredeemed. 

LUTHERANS OFFENDED BY FIFER. 

Moreover, he has offended the Lutherans 
by his attitude on the school question and 
he would fall farther behind his ticket than 
he did in 1889. This is in accordance with 
Republican reasoning and these views ap- 
pear tobe very strongly supported among 

tepublicans in Cook County. Clark, whose 
official position at the head of the Illinois De- 
partment of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic gives him a strong pull with the old 
soldiers, is convinced that he can outrun 
Fifer and carry the convention. He has a 
very strong Grand Army following, while on 
the other hand those Republicans opposed to 
Fiter believe that they see in Clark the man 
who is going to lead them to victory. Capt. 
J. J. Healy took charge ofthe ex-Senator 
upon his arrival and assisted him during his 
visit to make connection with such political 
leaders as he desired to meet with. 
CLARK’S CAMPAIGN PROGRAMME. 

Clark’s campaign programme contemplates 
no antagonism with any of the candidates for 
State offices on the Republican ticket unless 
it be Tanner, and then only in case the latter 
persists in forcing himself upon the conven- 
tion for State Treasurer. Some of Clark’s 
ablest supporters say he wants a_ Ger- 
man on the ®icket for that place, and it 
is believed that he reached an understanding 
yesterday with the friends of Henry Wulff to 
thatend. Mr. Clark ha§ totally recoved from 
the onslaught committed upon hima short 
time ago, and yesterday he was looking the 
very picture of health. He was cheery and 
hopeful as to his prospects and talked freely. 

**l came up yesterday,’’ he said, ‘‘andam 
going home to-morrow. I want to say most 
emphatically that lam for Clark for Gov- 
ernor, and I consider my prospects very 
good = indeed. More than seventy-five 
prominent Republicans of Chicago have 
called to-day to pay me the complimenptsof 
the season and to give me assurances of 
support. llave received letters from hear- 
ly every county in the State, andall of them 
offer mestrong support. I have replied to 
all of these letters, xiving the assurance that 
Iam a candidate to and through the conven- 
tion. lam notagainst any other candidate 
particularly, for they are all my personal 
friends, but ham a candidate for Governor to 
stay.’’

The Great Slaughter of the Birds Going 
on in Illinois. 


THE NUMBER ALREADY TURNED IN IN 
ST. CLAIR COUNTY. 


The Probability Is That When All Returns 
Are in a Big Hole, Will Be Made in the 
State Funds—Over 350 Cases on 
the Circuit Court Docket—East Side 
Newa. . 


When the bill offering a bounty for the 
slaughter of sparrows passed the Illinois 
Legislature, there were doubtless many who 
thought nothing would come of it and’ that 
the price put upog their heads would not in- 
duce the killing of more thanafew. If there 
Were these, and they have not yet altered 
their opinion, they certainly will be bound to 
do so when the figures showing the actual 
number of sparrows killed in the State be- 
gins to come in. ‘The Clerk of St. Clair 
County has handled enough certificates 
calling for bounty warrants to know that the 
little birds.are being slaughtered by thous- 
sands. On the ist ult. the law went Into 
effect, and the killing of sparrows 
began, and when the clerk summed up 
bis figures at the end of the month 
be found that the number of dead sparrows 
for which he had issued bounty warrants ag- 
gregated 1,285. This figure is large enough in 
itself, but it does not nearly represent the 
number of sparrows killed in the county dur- 
ing the month. Most of the certificates pre- 
sented to him were drawn by the City Clerk 
of Belleville and were only for the bounty on 
the birds killed within the city Mmits. It is 
stated by persons living in other citiesin the 
county thatthe killing Is going on every- 
where, with apparently no signs of abate- 
mentand no diminution in the number of 
sparrows. The bounty certificates for birds 
killed outside of this city, however, 
have not yet been presented to the 
County Clerk for a very simple reason. 
Two cents foreach bird is the bounty to be 
paid, and the sparrow Killers, who live out- 
side of Bellville, will not come tothis city to 
get their bounty until they have certificates 
for many times this small sum. Conse- 
quently there are hundreds of persons wno 
hold certificates for the bounty on thousands 
of dead. sparrows, killed in December, which 
will not be presented to County Clerk Rhein 
fora month ormore. Mascoutahis a city of 
only 8,000 inhabitants, but a citizen of that 
place states that at least 1,000 sparrows have 
been killed there by parties Who are holding 
the certificates to be cashed at some future 
time. Itis probable not iess than 10,000 of 
the little birds have been Kilied in St. Clair 
County during the past month, 

CIRCUIT COURT. 

The docket has been madeup for the Jan- 
vary term of the Circuit Court, which begins 
one week from to-morrow. It contains 457 
cases, of which 204 are law, 123 chancery and 
thirty criminal. When the Grand-jury meets 
and indictments are returned the number of 
criminal] cases will be increased by at least 
fifty, and the total swelled to 400 or more.

Remarkable Sermons Delivered by 
Emperor William of Germany. 


First Newspaper Publication of the Ex- 
act Words Used by the Kaiser. 


TRANSLATED FROM THE PAMPHLET OF 
REV. DR. RICHTER. 


Full Text of the Third and Fourth of the 
Series of Sunday Addresses Made on 
the Yacht Hohenzollern—The Lan- 
guage on Which Was Based the Charge 
of Insanity by the French Press. 


New Yor«K, Jan. 2.—The New York WORLD 
and SUNDAY PosT-DisPpaTcnH have secureda 
copy of ‘*The Sermons on Board Ship During 
the Northern Journey of His Majesty, the 
Emperor and King,’’ as indited by D. Rich- 
ter, ‘‘Evangelical Chaplain of the Army.’’ 
This pamphiet of Rev. Mr. Richter gives the 
full text of the sermons that made memora- 
ble the cruise on the yacht Hohenzollern. No 
other papers in America or abroad have been 
able to secure a copy of this pamphlet. The 
sermons are fourin number. The third and 
fourth give the best idea of the Emperor’s 


style as an expounder. 

It will be remembered that it was the 
Kaiser's alleged erratic conduct and utter- 
ances on this cruise which brought upon him 
the charge of insanity made by the French 
newspapers. The third sermon Is as follows: 

SIGNALS AT SEA.

It is the joyous greeting over the rich

both the ships so that they began to sink.’’ 

We would, therefore, speak to-day as to 
beckoning overand across, as of the lan- 
yuage at sea, for such beckoning shall of 
assistance as wellasaction at sea, towards 
our participating in the same blessing at sea, 
as participating in by the men spoken of in 
the text.

An international language it is 
aiso, this beckoning across and over, this 
friendly greeting of those who in com-.- 
mon profess Christ, even as between 
those who are ‘‘in the other ship,’’ 
if only the same Lora it {s who stands behind 
that creeting and who dispenses the common 
blessing. A ‘‘union of souls’’ we would like 
to call it, this language of love, which pro- 
motes love amone all those who recognize 
tlhe same master—an international language 
that happily finds the loudest echo when it 
affects the comrades inthe other ship; that 

istosay, those who share the same profes- 
sion, the same creed orthe same humanity. 

of sucha beckoning at sea does to-day’s 
sermon treat, whereas the proceeding one 
spoke of venturing. 1 am Venturing. May 
God help me. 

such was the fsherman’s and seaman’s 
watchword with which Peter ventured out 
on high. And from high did he beckon to his 
companions. Then and there were the 
aposties brought up as men in Christ, 
through their beliefin the word ofthe Lord: 
then and there were they made brothers in 
Christ, through love for the deeds of the 
Lord. Not alone, but in common, such is, 
above all, the Christian’s watchword. Man 
stands by himself alone. But then, we, who 
all spring from one stock, must stand also for 
one single man. Thus, we who wish 
to learn this lesson and put it into 
practice, must learn to pay attention to the 
conduct of life, to those ‘beckonings’

in our text a beckoning Is spoken of, which 
ismerely an earthly signal to come together, 
but behind it stands, although unseen, but 
placed there by the Lord, His mercy, which 
goes in the value of the call; His mercy, 
which they have experienced. Therefore 
there is no loud calling over the water, as is 
generally the custom of fishermen, at a time 
when a draught of fishes comes unexpected 
andonsolargeascale. They are aware of 
the presence of God, before whom 
the whole world must remain 
quiet, and before whom they also 
remain quiet.

‘ACROSS THE BORDER 


How a Bondsman in a Detroit Court 
Saved His Forfeit. 


HIS PRISONER HAD SQUATTED ON AN 
ISLAND IN CANADIAN WATERS. 


A Banquet Wherethe Absenceof One In- 
vited Guest Cast a Gloom Over the 
Event—Another Michigan Kidnapping 
Case Which Has Just Come to Light— 
“Dynamite’’ Brady’s Worries. 


Detroit, Mich., Jan, 2,—An interesting 
and rather humorous kidnapping story has 
just come to light here. The incidents in the 
story took place six months ago, and al- 
though several people were involved, none 
of the facts leaked out until to-day. 

Last June William H. Brown kept a saloon 
at the corner of Randolph and Larned 
streets in thiscity. Above the saloon were 
some large storerooms leased by George T. 
Burroughs. Burroughs had in his employ 
two young men whospent most of their spare 
time patronizing Brown’s saloon, The young 
men had been hangingup their accounts on 
the slateand owed Brown over $50. Credit 
was stopped and they were frequentiy 
dunned for money by Brown. 

On June 15 the United States Marshal placed 
a large stock of shoes, which he had seized 
on an attachment, in Burroughs’ store-room., 
Afew days later Brown suggested to the 


,80me of the shoes stored above. 
| siderable hesitation they yielded and ar- 


young men that they might pay his bill with 
After con- 


ranged to bring down some shoes every day. 
At first only one pair was extracted daily, 
but the number increased gradually until 
they had p®id all they owed Brown. But 
they were hard upand Brown offered to ad- 
vance cash on the _ shoes. So one 
night they took an express wagon and 
carted away nearly allthe shoes remaining. 
They turned the stock over to Brown, who, 
in turn, sold the shoes to a jobber. This 
resulted in an investigation. 

A few days later the trio were arrested. 
The United States authorities felt convinced 
that Brown was the most gewilty one of the 
three, but there was little chance of convict- 
ing him unless the other two would turn 
State’s evidence. A confession was finally 
secured from Johnson and Wellington. 

Brown was tried and convictea of obstruct- 
fig the Marshal in the performance of his 
duties, and pending the argument of an ap-

plication for a new trial. he was released on 
' $2,000 ball. Francis J. Brady, known as 
| **Dynamite’’ Brady, was accepted as his 
bondsman. 
| As soon as Brown got out of custody he dis- 
|}appeared. No one thought anything of it 
until the time approached for his appearance 
incourt. Then Brady was notified to pro 
duce him or forfelt the bond. ‘‘Dynamite’’ 
was in a bad fix. He could find Brown 
nowhere, and knowing that the 
Federal! Cour ts would not deal very lentently 
with him, he thought he stood a good chance 
of losing $2,000. However, he employed a 
detective and finally located Brown on leche 
Isiand, six miles from Detroit and in 
Canadian waters. The next thing was to in- 
duce Brown to return to the United States. 

A visit to Peche Island disclosed the fact 
that Brown had built a small hut, purehased 
fishing tackle and settled down to livea life 
ofease. Brown received his bondsman very 
cordially, but gently declined to accompany 
him across the border. Brady was now get- 
ting very nervous. He returned to Detroit 
and got the United States District Attorney 
to postpone the case for a few days. 

THE RUSE FAILED. 

Then he planned a bold move. He invited 
Brown and several mutual friends to a sup- 
er at a wine house fronting on the river in 
alikerville, Ontario, only two miles trom 
Peche Island. He felt sure that Brown would 
be willing to attend the banquet, because it 
was to take place in Canadian territory. 
Brown promised to attend. Brady hoped to 
om him dead drunk, or, If necessary, to drug 

im andthen, with the assistance of two 
friends, to get him across the river, 

Brady felt very smart. ‘The evening for 
the banquet arrived. The mutual friends all 
put In an appearance, but the $2,000 guest of 
the occasion fatled tocome, This, however, 
did not stop the: banquet, and Brady ar- 
ranged to have his friends tell Brown whata 
time he had missed. brady was getting ex- 
tremely anxious, By a pitiful plea he man. 
aged ta get the case put off avain for a few 
days. hen he came totne conclusion that 
desperate measures had become necessary, 

eet mete early one afternoon Brady, 
accompanied by two men who were strangers 
to Brown, left Detroit in a row-boat and 
pulled to Peche Island. The boat lay to ina 
cove. Brady had disguised himself by put- 
tingona fisherman’s hat and clothes and 
dying his red whiskers and hair a 
j Diack. He knew that toward 
sundown" rown would return 
from a fishing expedition. Late in the after- 
noon, Brown’s boat appeared. Brady, man- 
aging to keep his back towards. the boat, 
pulled out, and, when in hailing distance, 
one of the men asked Brown tor some bait, 
Brown agreed to give some. As soon as the 
two boats touched, one of the men jumped 
into Brown’s skiff and knocked its occupant 
senseless with the butt end of a revolver.

How It Is.Proposed to Make the Cop. 
gressional Divisions. 


THE PLANS AGREED ON BY THE Deyo. 
CRATIC STATISTICIANS, 


They Will Ease the Minds of the Con- 
gressional Incumbents, Virose Terri. 
tory Would Not Be Seriously Aftsctsa 
by the Proposed Re-Districting— Po} i+. 
ical News from Various Counties in 
the State. 


In the event that the Legislature ts catjog 
to readistrict the State into Congressional 
districts the counties in South Missourt here. 
tofore bringing up the rear to the Fleventh 
and Fourteenth Districts, will ask that the 
new or Fifteenth Districts shall be taken 
from these districts and located in that part 
ofthe State, The district has already heen 
mapped out and the matter quietly talkeg 
over among the leading Democrats of the 
counties selected to comprise the new dis. 
trict. The counties of the contemplated new 
district are: Carter, Crawford, Dent, bDouy. 
Jas, Howell, Oregon, Ozark, Pulask|, Rey. 
nolds, Ripley, Shannon, Texas, Wayne ana 
Wright. These counties in the election of 
1888 cast-28,000 votes, divided among the 
candidates as follows: Cleveland, 13,914; 
Harrison, 11,778; Streeter and scattering, 
2,808. The counties of Carter, Douglas, How. 
ell, Oregon, Ripley, Sbannon, Ozark and 
Wayne are taken from the present Four. 
teenth; the counties of Crawford, Dent, 
Pulaski, Texas and Wright from the Eleventh, 
and Reynolds County from the Tenth Con. 
gressional District. This change would leave 
the Eleventh District with the following 
counties: Calloway, Cole, Osage, Gasconade, 
Maries, Miller, Laclede and Phelps. In jss9 
the vote of these counties was 28,282, divided 
as follows: Bland, 12,024; Musick, 10,459: Need. 
ham, 800. The Fourteenth would comprise 
the counties of Cape Girardeau, Bollinger, 
Scott, Stoddard, Mississippi, New Madrid, 
Dunklin, Pemiscot.- In 1888 these counties 
Cast 20,000 votes, giving a Democratic majority 
of over 4,000. There will be no lack of materia 
in the proposed new district for candidates. 

Col, James H. Mascey, a member of the 
Constitutional Convention of 1875: BK. H. 
Livingston, member of the legislature, and 
E. Frank Haynes, the present memter, all 
reside in HOwell County. John R. Woodside, 
ex-member of the legislature, in Oregon 
County; L. B. Woodside, ex-member of the 
Legisiature,in Dent County; Thomas Mabrey, 
ex-member of the Legislature, in Ripley 
County; Judge V. B. Hill in Pulaski County; 
ex-Senator F. M. Mansfield in Wright County, 
and ex-Senator C, D. Yancey of Wayne 
County. The formation of this district, as 
proposed, would necessitate no change tn 
the other districts except as indicated. The 
only other county in the state which ap- 
pears to object to its present location 
Congressionally, is Johnson County. This 
may be added to the present Twelfth 
without changing the relative strength of 
either party. Andrew County. may be taken 
from the Fourth District and added to the 
Third without reducing to any extent the 
Democratic majority in the Third, thereby 
making the Fourth more securely Demo- 
cratic. Outside of these no changes need be 
made, other than straightening out the 
boundary lines between the Eighth and 
Ninth, the Ninth and Tenth, and taking Flor- 
issant township, now RepuDlican, out of the 
kighth and adding it to St. Louls County 
and the Tenth District. Moniteau and 
Morgan may be added to the Eleventh 
District, without changing the relative 
strength of thetwo parties. The Legisiature 
of 1882 redistricted the State into Congres- 
sional and Representative districts In extra 
session and was in session fourteen days ata 
cost of $34,000. The constitution requires the 
State to be re districted into Senatorial and 
Representative Districts before the next 
election. The Senatorial districts have been 
redisiricted by the State officers; the Repre- 
sentative districts have not, the Legislature 
only having authority to do so under the 
constitution.

An Old Man Seeks Separation From a 
Young Wife. 


PATHETIC INCIDENTS ATTENDING THE 
LONGUEVAN DIVORCE CASE. 


The Husband Seventy-seven Years of Age, 
Almost Blind and Very Decrepit, Seeks 
a Separation on Account of Jealousy— 
The Divorce Refused—Scene With His 


child. 


The contested divorce suit of Martha Clem- 
entine Longuevan, aged 385, of 4017 Pleasant 
street, against Joseph Longuevan, aged 77, 
was tried in Judge Dillon’s court yesterday. 
The case presented one of the most distress- 
ing spectaciet that has perhaps ever been 
produced in a divorce court. The defend- 
ant’s tottering steps were supported to the 
witness stand by a grown son by a former 
marriage. The old man, besides being 
afiicted with the infirmities of old age, is 
blind. During the last five 
years his eyes have been falling him 
untiinow he has tobe led everywhere he 
goes. In ascending the witness stand it re- 
quired the assistance of two men to help him 
up the two steps he was required to take, his 
attorney alding in placing him tn the chair. 

‘rs. Longuevan, the plaintiff, is in the 
prime of womanhood, She 1s of medium 
helaht and stout build, with brown hair and 
wears glasses, She possesses a fresh and 
preposessing countenance, quite at contrast 
with the wrinkled, age-stamped face of 
her spouse. The parties have six children, 
three of whom were in the court-room— 
a girl aged 12 and a younger and older 
brother. The other children are younger

still, the youngest being but 4years. While 
the result of the case showed that the whole 
trouble lay in the !lhassortment of the couple 
and nothing improper was proven on elther 
side, much of the testimony, nevertheless, 
was of anature entirely unfit to be listened 
toby the young. The little girl, a bright 
creature, evidently understood many of the 
coarse expressions used by the attorneys and 
her parents and shrank sensitively when the 


language was used. 
THE CHARGES MADE. 

The story as set forth tn the wife’s petition 
and husband’s cross-billis as follows: The 
parties were married Jan. 26, 1878, Mrs. Lon- 
guevan then being 21, and her husband being 
63. They separated July 23 last. Mrs. Lan- 
guevan charged thather husband was very 
jealous of her and accused her of associating 
with other men and called her improper 
names and ordered her to leave. The cross 
bill recited that the young wife used such en- 
dearing terms in addressing her aged life 
partner as ‘‘old fool,’’ ‘‘old rascal,’’ ‘‘uld 
devil,’’ ‘‘old liar,’’ and stated that he was 
nothing but a pest about the house. She also 
slapped him in the face the bill alleged, and 
threatened to shoot him. The above is the 
substance of the charges contained in the 
divorce papers shorn of specifications set 
forth in the plain terms required by law. 

THE WIFE'S TESTIMONY. 

The case came up for hearing a short time 
before the court adjourned for the noon re- 
Afterthe reading of the petition and 
cross bill Mrs. Longuevan took the stand and 
recited her experience as an ‘‘old man’s 
darling.’’ Itseems Longuevan was in pretty 
wood circumstances when they were mar- 
ried, but the property has dwindled away 
until now their means consists of two houses, 
theone Mrs. Longuevan now lives in and 
another, worth together about $4,000. The 
oldman has also a small cash balance of 
100 or $400, money left from the sale of some 
property. 

Mrs. Longuevan testified that her husband 
borrowed $4,000 ona pleceof property and 
Alterwards soll the property for some- 
thing over $4,000. Allthathe ever gave her 
Ol the amountshe stated was $540. Their In- 
come being not sufficient to Ive upon, Mrs. 
Longuevan stated she was compelled of late 
years to exert herself to make a living for 
herselfand children. She became a solicitor, 
she stated, for the Williamson Corset Ve. 
and other companies. Her duties often 
kept her away from home until late and 
when she would return, her husband, she 
stated, would accuse her of being out 
with men. He filed a divorce suit 
figainst her in 1890, she said, and made the 
Sime allegations now contained in his cross- 
bil, but dismissed the case when she con- 
lested the sult.

A SAD SCENE.

While Other Cities Fell Away Behind 
Their Previous Records in 1891, St. 
Louis Kept Up Her Progress in Build- 
ings—Improvement of the West End— 
Agents’ Reports. : 


One of the surest indications of the progress 
thata city is making is the condition of its 
real estate market. Whenthe real estate of 
a city is in good demand at fair prices, well 
supported by building and municipal im- 
provements, the place is certainly on the 
highway to prosperity, The time of year has 
arrived now when the account of the past 
twelve months may be balanced so that the 
readers of the Post-DISPATCH may know 
how St. Louls stands and what progress has 
been made here during 1891. Asis well known 
it was a year of financial depression all 
over the country. Money did not flow into 
real estate as it did during 1890. On account 
of lack of confidence the circulating medium 
was withdrawn and, belug held in reserve, 
but very littie of it found its way into invest- 
ments or speculations of any Kind. Under 
these adverse conditions the real estate mar- 
ket of both Chicagoand New York City has 
fallen off considerably. It is said that the 
New York sales fell off 40 per cent as com- 
pared with 1890. Chicago its over $44,000,000 
behind. Nocity in the country affords such 
a favorable comparison as St. Louis for the 
past year. 
A COMPARATIVE TABLE.

It will be observed from these deductions 

that the decrease in the amount of property 
sold during the latter half of 1891 is $887,549 
less than was the falling off in sales which 
occurred during the last six months of 1890, 
as compared with the first six months of 
that year. 

In other words, compared with the first six 
months of the years 1890 and 1801, it is appar- 
ent that the market has made decided gains 
during the last half of the year just closed. 
This conclusion is more striking when com- 
pared with the last half of the year’s bust- 
ness of 1889, when the sum total of sales for 
six months footed up only $14,587,032.

During the year 1890°there were a total num- 
ber of 9,612 transfers recorded, and for the 
year 1891 10,686 deeds have been filed for 
record.

These figures, taken from a publication of 
high authority on the Chicago real estate 
market, show a decrease Of $44,752,565 in the 
property sales of that town for the year 1891 
as compared with 1890.

POLICE AND SOLDIERS 


Settling an Old Score at Kingston, Jamaica 
—A Serious Affair. 

NEw YORK, Jan. 2.—Kingston, Jamaica, 
correspondence, under date Dec. 20, is as 
follows: j 

A sertous collision has occurred between 
the police and a numberof privates belong- 
ing to the West Indian regiment at Kingston, 
Jamaica, and several of the former were only 
rescued from the clatches ofthe soldiers after 
they had been mauled, 

The first battalion of the West Indian regl- 
ment are under ordersto proceed to Sierra 
Leone, onthe east coast of Africa, and it 
would appear asif the soldiers had an old 


score which they desiréd to have settled with 
the constables before they left the shores of 
Jamaica. In January, 1891, the soldiers of 
the same battalion got mixed up ina general 
fight betweenthe police and some women, 
in the course of which a large number of con- 
stables were seriously injured. The result 
was thatthe soldiers were confined to the 
barracks for some time after the fight, while 
a goodly number of them were court-mar- 
tialed and many of them were somewhat 
severely punished. 

This old grievance seems tohave rankled 
in their breasts, andthey were determined 
not to leave the island till they had avenged 
themselves for the punishment they were 
forced to undergo on the testimony ofa few 
scared constables. 

Shortly after nightfall the soldiers began to 
assemble in the neighborhood of the jubilee 
market, which is thickly populated with the 
lower ciass of the community. About 9 
o’clock they began to patrol the streets in 
that district in ‘groups of about (fifty 
each, and the force of constables on duty 
was considerably increased, while a larger 
force was held in reserve atthe police head- 
quarters. Shortly after 9 o’clock, alarge 


ueen street and the consta- 

les were badly beaten, being unabie to hold 
out against the overwhelming numbers. The 
soldiers then made a rushtoward Orange 
street, where they attacked tie police, and 
in the melee a corporal of the police sustain- 
ed severe injuries to his head and limbs. 

Meanwhile intimation of the fight had been 
sent to the police headquarters at Sutton 
street and Inspector Weaderburn,. with a 
large force of constables, arrived on the 
scene. The soldiers had, however, abandoned 
the attack and contented themselves by 
watching the movements of the pvlicemen. 
The Inspector of Police very wisely did not 
attempt to makeany arrests andit now be- 
came a case of opposing forces watching 
each other. 

By this time large crowds of citizens had 
begun to assemble and they formed a barrier 
between the police and constables. The 
officers seemed to realize that their rowdy 
career had been checked inthe city, at least 
and if they were to fiDd any more victims 
they must necessarily change their grounds, 

After some consultation the soldiers formed 
into ine, and with steady, measured steps 
made forthe outlying or district police sta- 
tions, but here disappointment was in store 
for them. Whilethe police in the city had 
allowed them to march out in order, the dis- 
trict constables were in readiness to receive 
them. Inspector Wedderburn had antict- 
pated this move onthe partof the soldiers, 
and had the day before drafted large bodies 
of police into all the districts that were likely 
to be attacked. The soldiers afterward re- 
turned tothe city, but had to content them- 
selves with doing street patrol duty and oc- 
casionally raising acheer. Quiet was soon 
restored and the soldiers embarked on board 
the troopship,

Flooding the Country With Paupers From 
Russia and Poland. 

PARKERSBURG, W. Va., Jan. 2.—Foreign 
shipping agents are shipping into this State 
hundreds of Russian and German pauper 
immigrants,who become burdens On the com.- 
munities as soon as they arrive. A lotof 
Russian, Polish and German immigrants 
were put off at Pennsboro, a little wayside 
stationonthe B. £0, BR. R.a few days ago. 
The people were without money, hungry, and 
many of them sick when they arrived at the 
little town above named. A score 
or more managed to get to 
the city in a deplorable condition.

How they evaded 
the Government officers at Baltimore, or how 
they got through can only be imagined. That 
they were paupers must have been evident 
even toa school boy. If this had been the 
first time that pauper emigrants had been 
shipped successfully through into this State 
the fact would not be astonishing. But the 
fact 1s that foreign agents of steamship com- 
panies have been making it a regular bus!l- 
ness for months. There have been four 
bunches of the emigrants shipped into this 
neighborhood, They have been shipped direct 
to Pennsboro within the past few months, 
and many other small insignificant towns, 
which, like Pennsboro, have no heed of la- 
borersof any kind, and no wish, at all 
events, for the presence of European pau- 
pers, are being flooded periodically with 
squads oftwenty to thirty at a time at each 
hamlet. The Post-DISPATCH correspondent 
is informed that between 600 and 700 paupers 
were landed and shipped within the past few 
days in West Virginia andin border towns of 
Pennsylvania. There is a bunch of 
newly arrived paupers at this writing 
wandering about the depotsof this citya 
charge upon the charity ofthe citizens. A 
dairyman, who isa German, employed ione 
ofthe biggest and strongest of the lot to-day. 
The fellow agreed to work for the dairyman 
at 25 cents a day and his food. His sleeping 
spartment was tobe in the barn with the 
cattle, and he went off seemingly highly 
pleased with his opportunity of laying up a 
fortune. Any ofthe others would have been 
glad to have accepted a similar situation. It 
would seem that Government officials were 
in collusion with rascally agents, as it would 
be impossible to otherwise unload whole 
shiploads of paupers at the ports of the coun- 
try.

August Becker Withdraws a Suit to Sus- 
tain a Patent—Notes. 


The suit of August Becker against Newcomb 
Bros., wallpaperers,which was to havecome 
to trial yesterday, but which was withdrawn 
by plaintiff, has caused a great deal of inter- 
estamong paper-hangers and fresco paint- 
ers all over the country. Becker is a brother- 
in-law of Carl Wimar, the celebrated artist 
who did the frescoing in the Court-housedome 


and Becker himself is well known through 
his endeavors to havethe pictures removed 
and saved. He claims to have invented a 
patent process of great utility in mural deco- 
ration which NewcombD Bros. and other deco- 
rators have been using extensively. The 
process consists in placing a cementattous 
matter on plastered walls upon which can- 
vas was spread forthe purpose of makinga 
surface for frescoing. The advantages de- 
rived by the use of this method are the 
non-appearance of cracks andthe susceptl- 
bility of a more artisfic finish. Beckerclaims 
ng he invented and patented the process 

n 1882. 

The decorators were greatly alarmed at 
Becker’s case and subscribed money to help 
fight it through the courts. Letters were 
sent out to over fifty firms in different parts 
of the country and in answer came numbers 
of affidavits certifying thatthe process had 
been used by them long previous tothe year 
in which Becker took out this patent. The 
Newcombs intheirreply dented that there 
was anything new or patentable carried by 
the alleged invention, and backed their 
statement by the affidavits. Becker became 
alarmed and agreed to compromise with the 
Newcombs by giving them a _ perpetual 
license.

Additional Big Events for the St. Louis 


Spring Meeting. 


GREAT RACING FOR FORTY-EIGHT CON- 
SECUTIVE DAYS, SUNDAYS EXCEPTED. 


Latonia Will Be Given All the Fight It 
Wants— The East St. Louis Jockey Olub 
Almost Certain to Secure Lewis Olarke 
for Judge and Jack Chinn for Starter— 
Turf News. 


The Latonia Jockey Club has forced the St, 
Louls Jockey Club intoa fight, but before the 
smoke of battle has cleared away it will wish 
ithad not. The St. Louls management has 
taken the bull right by the horns and will 
givethe Cincinnati organization allthe fight 
it wants. Latonia, it will be remembered, 
took both the St. Louls dates and its 
own because when Washington Park, Chi- 
cago, set back Its meeting one week 
the St. Louls Association would not follow 
suit and set its opening date back a week in 
orderto let Latonia get the benefit of the 
Chicago mo ve and secure three weeks spring 
racing to two of the St. Louls club, and this, 
too, despite the fact that Latonia has athirty 
days’ meeting in the fall while St. Louis has 
nine. To have set back the St. Louls meet- 
ing a week would have hurt it, as the weather 
would be much hotterand many residents of 
the city would have left for the summer re- 
sorts. Latonia by taking both her own and 
St. Louts’ dates will havea meeting which 
will last from May 21 to June 2 
inclusive. By getting the horses there first 
and continuing its meeting right through the 
St. Louls dates it would be next to impossli- 
ble for the track here to get horses at its 
meeting. To offset this stateof affairs St. 
Louls decided to give the Latonia cluba dose 
of its own mixing and will race from April 
30to June 24inclusive. Upto June3 it will 
be known as the spring meeting, and from 
June 4on as the summer meeting. This will 
give forty-eight days continuous racing; and 
the enormous amount of $150,000 In stakes 
and purses will be given. This will be$30,- 
000 more than bas been hung up so far by 
Washington Park, Chicago, and far more 
thanany other Westerntrack ever gave in 
onejseason. The ten stakes for the summer 
meeting have already been announced. The 
club has now made pubilc eight other 
stakes which are to be given at the spring 
meeting, ro previousto June 4. The entries 
forthe entire eighteen stakes close at the 
same time, the 15thofthe present month. 
There is not a stake in 
the entire lot with less than 
$1,000 added and some of them as much as 
$5,000 added, Of the eight new stakes for 
the spring meeting, one the Directors’ 
Stake, has $2,500 added, while the Inaugural, 
to be runon to be run on the opening day 
and the Memorial, to be run on Decoration 
Day, have $2,000 each added. The Hotel Stake 
has $1,500added. The purses will also be 
very liberal. Upto May 21, the opening day 
at Latonia, no purses will be less than $400 
and after tnat date there will beno purse of 
less than $500. This should bring the horses 
here before Latonia opens and hold them 
here until the St. Louls meeting closes on 
June 24.

Accordingly she went to Lehigh, I. T., the 
place where the couple are sald to have been 
married, but could find no. evidence ofa 
license having been issued, nor could she get 
any é6atisfaction from Broughton. She per- 
suaded the girl to return home pending an 
investigation of the marriage, which they 
are inclined to believe to have been a mock 
proceeding.

TOMATO CULTURE. 


The Yield May Be Greetly Increased by 
Using Trellises. 


From Meehan’s Monthly. 

It has been noted that where tomatoes can 
be raised on trellises, or some other support 
|from the ground, hearly double the quantity 
| can be raised from an acre than where they 
| are suffered to trail on the ground. Rain and 
unfavorable weather especially, 
drawback to this trailing method of produc- 
tion. It does not seem to be generally known 
that one of the best trellises for the tomato 

t is a Comparatively short straight stick, 
with short snags or spurs up and down it. 
A smooth Straight stick will not per- 
mit the vines to be held up 
slipping. Wherever these heavy rough 
sticks can be easily obtained, they will be 
found to add enormously tothe vaiue of the 
\crop. Those, however, who have a little 
ingenuity could use smooth sticks, by first 
wrapping the tying material once around 
the stick before tying up the vines; this pre- 
vents the tying materiai from slipping down. 
Another advantage of this method of tying 
to straight stems is the advantage which it 
gives the plant for light mm every 
Girection, and, again, another advantage 
is afforded by a much longer period for the 
cultivation of the soil, more than can 
be done when the plants are ieft totrail on 
the ground.

Peculiar as such taste may seem, I often 
find myself wishing thatI werea scapegoat.

Ienvry that 
brute. For he had the burden laid upon him 
only once, and was set free; while I am 
chained fast, to receive burden after burden, 
year after year. His burden, too, was 


merely one of sin, while mine is one of folly. 
poere is hope for a sinner, but none fora 
“fool. 

So here I sit at the editor’s desk a target 
for every crank in Christendom, not to men- 
tion those in the back counties of heathen- 
dom, to fire all sorts of fool communications 
at. 
Here is one, the date and signature of 
which I, of course, suppress, from a heaven- 
born genius who wanted to shed the splendor 
ofhis intellect upon mankind through the 
medium ofthe press. Observe his blushing 
modesty, indubitable hall mark of true 
worth: 

DEAR Str—I have decided to secure a position asa 
traveling correspondent witha leading paper. * * * 
Iam qualified for writing on almost any theme, po- 
litical, commercial, religious or sci2ntific. I am 
ready with scenery, with constructive and mechani- 
calart. Ii describe in glowing colors; can revel in 
the merits of solid thought orthe humorous. Can 
dish up a cock and bull fight or indorse the groans of 
a Methodist camp meeting. I see good in everything 
and fine opportunitiesinacontributor’slife. * * * 
Phrenologists have told me from boyhood that my 
natural abilities run toward newspaper correspond- 
ence. Itis true thatI delightinsuch. * * * Ifyou 
have rules I will be pleased to consider the same. 
Asking foran early reply, most truly, 

That letter was type-written, and fairly 
correct in orthography, etymology and syn- 
tax. Did I answer it? Certainly not, nor 
any such. 

Poetry, of course, plays a conspicuous part 
in the editor’s comedy of torture. It is 
generally accompanied by aletter loudly de- 
oe its superlative merits. Sometimes a 
letter is written by a friend ofthe poet, who 
has with difficulty persuaded the sweet singer 
to let his music goabroad throughout the 
land. Here is aspecimen note in such a case. 
It was handsomely penned and correctly 
spelled; indeed the writer was a professional 
man of fine parts. Butthe poetry which he 
inclosed was the dreariest of doggerel, void 
ofsense orsound. This is what he wrote:

There are those who, failing to get the 
editor to do so, print their poems them- 
selves, and then send coples for the book- 
reviewer to notice. Thus one wrote of 
army life, under the title ‘‘High Private,’’ 
beginning as follows:
